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MRS. PENDLETON KILLED 


THROWN FROM HER CARRIAGE IN 

ra CENTRAL PARK. 

AN ACCIDENT BY WHICH THE WIFE OF 
THE MINISTER TO GERMANY LOST HER 
LIFE AND HFR DAUGHTER WAS HURT. 

A frightful accident, caused by a runa- 
way in Central Park shortly after 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, resulted in the instant death 
of Mrs. Alice Pendleton, wife of ex-Senator 
George H. Pendleton, United States Minister 
of Germany, and the serious though not 
fatal injury of Miss Jane Frances Pen- 
dieton, their 22-year old daughter.’ Mrs. 
Pendieton. with her daughter, returned from 
Berlin some two montbs ago, on a visit of con- 
Bolation to her son, Frank K. Pendleton, who 
recently lost his wife,and they were stopping 
at his house, at No. 105 East Thirty-fifth- 
street. It was their intention to rejoin Mr. 
Pendleton in Berlin in a short time. About 
4 o’clock yesterday afternoon they entered 
the one-horse victoria which they had 
ordered from Bowles & Co.'s livery stables, at 
Nos. 215 and 217 Lexington-avenue, and were 
driven by Hugh Reilly, of No. 117 West Thir- 
tieth-street, the coachman, to No. 913 Sixth- 
nvenue. While there the horse became greatly 
excited under the elevated road, but Reilly kept 
him well in hand. 

From there, after a momentary visit by Miss 
Pendleton to Dickel’s Riding Academy, in Fif- 
ty-sixth-street, they drove into Central Park by 
way of the Fifth-avenue entrance. They fol- 
lowod the centre drive, and were justin sight of 
the Webster statue when a rumbling noise was 
heard behind the. Victoria. In an instant 
the terrified horse plunged and bolted. The 
sudden spring pulled the coachman over the 
dashboard and upon bis head, but he held to 
the reins without flinching. But when the 
occupants of the lurching carriage saw the 
box empty, with one accord they sprang to 
the same side of the carriage, and tried to 
leap to the grassy slope bordering the road. 
Miss Pendleton, being the lighter, reached 


it; Mrs. Pendleton, who was very stout. 
failed, and fell heavily on the concrete curb, not 
five feet from her unconscious daughter. 
The horse, dragging the varriage and coach- 
man, ran into a bush, 200 feet further 
on,and was then caught by Patrick Conway, 
the wetering aa boy, who helped the coach- 
man to his feet. The coachman hastened to the 
assistance of the ladies. At the same time an 
officer of the mounted park police, attracted by 
the outcry, arrived on thescene. He instantly 
put into practice the rules taught by 
the Society for First Aid to the Injured. He 
attempted to renew respiration in the elder lady, 
but. touching her cheek, he foundit cold. Then 
heturned to Miss Pendleton, and, after a few 
movements of the arms, restored her to con- 
sciousness. 

An ambulance had been meanwhile ordered 
trom the Presbyterian Hospital, and a Park 
wagon from the Arsenal. Miss Pendicton, who 
was severely bruised and only semi-conscious, 
was removed to the hospital. Mrs. Pendleton, 
who hadan ugly gash, three inches long, two 
inches above the nape of the _ neck, 
was dead, and was taken to the arsenal, 
and Coroner Messemer was summoned. Up to 
this time no one had gussed the identity of the 
dead woman, and the Coroner bad begun the in- 
quest, when Mr. Frank K. Pendleton arrived 
and discovered the fact that she was tne wife of 
Minister George H. Pendleton. By this time it 
was nearly 7 o’clock. 

Coroner Messemer had impaneled a jury, and 
the testimony of the witnesses was taken. Hugh 
Reilly testified that he had been a coachman 25 

ears, but had never had an accident before. 

e had never driven the horse but three or 
four times before, and he was aware that 
he would plunge and get away, if he 
could. He added that the seat of the Victoria 
Was too high and the dashboard too low and 
narrow. He did not have a chance to look be- 
hind and see the cause of the noise that fright- 
ened the horse. The noise had seemed to him 
Jike that of alight vehicle approaching swiftly. 
He received seven bruises about the head, and 
the muscles of his left arm were badly strained. 
He had oniy had one glass of ale duriog the day. 

Bernard Sheridan, a laborer in the Park, testi- 
fied that he had seen the accident from the 
watering trough, and had noticed a Park wagon 
pass by, but in front of the runaway vehicle. 
Some other vehicie might have turned up one 
of the side roads. He also testified to the man- 
ner in which the Jadies jumped out. 

Edward Goodell, the manager of Bowles’s 
stables, gave testimony that they had had the 
horse four years, that he was 15 years old, 
and was nut vicious. He testified to 
the good character of wn, and 
to the workmanship of the Victoria, 
The jury brought in a verdict declaring that 
Mrs. Pendleton had come to her death through 
a compound fracture of the skull, concussion of 
the brain, and consequent shock. The coach- 
man was exonerated from all blame. 

About this time a party arrived to take away 
the remains, which were given over to A. W. 
Fraser, the sexton of Zion Church. Among 
them were Peter Marie, S. L. Parrish, Mr. Barry, 
Dr. Lee. and several jadies. Dr. Sherman, 
the house surgeon of the Presbyterian Hospital, 
also reported that Miss Pendleton had only suf- 
fered a slight contusion of the head and face. 
Every accommodation was afforded by Park 
Commissioner John D. Crimmins, who was pres- 
ent, and by Mrs. Knickerbocker, who came. in 
from ber residence on Fifth-avenue. 

The news of the sad calamity was cabled at 
% o’clock to Minister Pendleton at Berlin, and 
instructions were asked for. Up toa late hour 
jast night no answer had been received, and no 
information could be given in regard to the dis- 
position of the body. 

Mrs. Pendleton was, before marriage, Miss 
Alice Key, daughter ot Francis S. Key, the 
world-famous author of the **Star Spangled 
Banner.” She was the niece of Roger B. Taney, 
once Chief-Justice of the United States. She was 
married to Mr. Pendleton in 1846, and at the 
time of ber death was 61 years of age. 

Mrs. Pendleton was esteemed in society in 
Cincinnati and at the national capital as 
a lady of rare_ culture_ and_iovable 
qualities. Philip Barton Key, once a 
citizen of national prominence and Attorney- 
General of the United States, was her brother. 
He was killed by Gen. Sickles. Mrs. Pendleton 
leaves three grown children. 

{t was the unanimous opinion of the witnesses 
that had the ladies remained in the carriage 
they would have escaped all injury. 


THE PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY.

This important question comes up on appeal 
from East Hanover Presbytery, of Virginia, and 
will take a wide range. This Presbytery opposes 
the theory of Dr. Woodrow, and Dr. Armstrong, 
assisted by Wirt Henry, of Richmond, grand- 
son of Patrick Henry, are here _ especially 
to make this fight. Dr. Armstrong re- 
fused the nomination for Moderator 
en this ground. The retiring Moderator, 
Dr. . Raymond, of Alabama, to-day 
preached the opening sermon, his subject being 
* Orthodoxy.” He condemned the policy of 
preachers who try to court popularity by sensa- 
tional methods and scientitic diversions. He 
pointed to theold pathsas the safest. These 
people, he said, stigmatized orthodoxy with the 
aspect of pxaton., the cruelty of bigots, and the 
pride of philosophy. 








A JUDGE REMOVED FROM OFFICE. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 20.—Francis M. 
Taylor, Probate Judge of Winston County, was 
impeached in the Supreme Court of Aiabama 
yesterday. It was charged that he willfully 
neglected to send in lists of licenses issued and 
to pay over to the State the proceeds thereof. A 
plea of guilty was entered by the defendant 


through hiscounse!. The court rendered judg- 
ment, deposing him from ofiice.

THE CHICAGO ANARCHISTS. 


COOK COUNTY GRAND JURY PURSUING 
THEIR INVESTIGATION, 

Cuicaco, May 20.—The Cook County 
Grand Jury which is pursuing the investigation 
of the Haymarket Anarchists began its session 
about 11 o’clock to-day. At that time there 
were a dozen witnesses on hana. Some of 
them were mere boys, and one of the crowd 
had his arm in a sling on account of 
a bullet hole through his wrist. When asked bis 
name he said he did not know. It was said that 
it was he that furnished the description of the 
man who threw the bomb which led to 
the arrest of Lingg. A short time be- 


fore the Grand Jury went into session 
State’s Attorney Grinnell came out of the 
jury room and directed that the witnesses 
should all be called into the outer ante-room, 
from which the’reporters were to be excluded. 
The State’s Attorney carried into the 
Grand Jury room a_ilarge roll of 
cardboard, such as might be used for 
presenting a sketch of the scenes of 
the explosion, and his assistant hadfj a: basketful 
of papers. A good portion of the forenoon was 
spentin examining the map. The first witness 
who came out was August Goercke, a printer 
on the Arbster Zeitung. He was examined as to 
what he knew of the conspiracies batched in that 
offices. Other witnesses who came out refused 
to give their names, on the ground that they 
feared the Anarchists. Said one man: ‘I have 
afamily. What is to hinder them from picking 
up one of my children and carrying it into 
hiding ? If they do such a thing I will get a Win- 
chester rifle and, police or no police, will search 
every house in Chicago.” 

*“] bave no time, Imust go to work,” was 
the response of another witness, as he emerged 
from the jury room, to the inquiries of 
a reporter. The printers on the Arbeiter 
Zeitung were all examined during the 
day, together with a number of police officials. 
It 1s stated that the jury considers thatit already 
has sufficient evidence in hand to indict the 
leaders for murder in being accessories before 
the fact, 

From another source it is learned that there 
is a feeling among the jurors that the police 
are withholding their most important evi- 
dence, and giving what testimony they think 
the jury ouxbt to have. With this the jurors 
are not satisfied. The police, on the other hand, 
fear to reveal their best evidence at this time. 
They are not prepared to _ trust the 
jurors witn information which they de- 
sire to keep from the attorneys for the 
prisoners. There is a prospect of an uncom- 
fortable hitch on this point, as the jurors desire 
to be possessed of all possible evidence. During 
the day the jurors went into a discussion con- 
cerning the condition of thecase. One of them 
suggested that a vote be taken informally 
to see how the jurors felt about the question 
of indictment. This raised the objections 
of several members who thought there 
was other evidence in the possession of 
the police which ought to be given to the jury. 
One juror said it struck him that the detectives 
told their stories as if they had ali compared 
notes and had agreed to go only so farand no 
further. The debate lasted for an hour and the 
eng decided that they must hear more evi- 

ence. 

A lot of old copies of the Arbeiter Zeitung and 
of the Alarm were taken into the jury room and 
a@ number of the mostincendiary articles were 
translated and read. Theodore Fricke, Secre- 
tary of the Socialistic Publishing Company, 
then appeared with a cartload of books and 
accounts of the Arbeifer Zeitung. He was 
closeted for an hour, showing the subscription 
books, the’stockholders books, and other records, 
He identified several pieces of writing as having 
been done by Spies, Parsons,and Schwab. He 
seemed to be somewhat reluctant to give infor- 
mation. 

John Burnett, who claims to have seen the 
bomb thrown, was present all day but was not 
called. The jurors are generaily agreed that 
they have secured no evidence on which to base 
an indictment against Christian Spie:, who was 
arrested when his brother, the editor of the 
Arbeiter Zeitung, was captured. 





THE CINCINNATI FESTIVAL. 

CINNCINNATI, May 20.—There were two 
May festival concerts to-day. At the matinée 
there were three thousand people present. The 
programme was Varied,and possessed some nota- 
ble features. Bram’s part songs for women’s 
voices, Op. 17, were sung by a choir of 200 so- 
pranos and 130 aitos with most pleasing effect. 
Miss Lehmann sang ** Joyful and Tearful ” with 
so much feeling as to excite a _ perfect 
storm of applause, which Mr. Thomas en- 
deavored to stop after a reasonable time by 
starting the next part, but he was drowned out, 
and hadto wait till the demonstration had 
ceased. Mr. Whitney also had a great success 
in the recitation, “The Ruins of Athens.” 
The programme opened with Schubert’s 
eighth symphony, and closed with Liszt’s 
Symphonic poem, the least appreciated 
art on the programme. This evening 
the ** Damnation of Faust’? was presented. The 
soloists were Mr. Candidus, Mr, Whitney. Mme. 
Hastreiter, and Mr. Ludwig, with the chorus, 
boys* choir, and orchestra. It was a strong, 
smooth, and satisfying performance. The sing- 
ing of the boys’ choir was a special charm. Mme. 
Hastreiter had not before appeared. She was 
encored wildly and repeatedly. The attendance 
slightly exceeded 3,000.

THE OHIO EXILES RETURN. 

Co.tumBvts, Ohio, May 20.—The return of 
the Democratic Senators who have been camp- 
ing on Kentucky and Tennessee soil during the 
past 15 days was not sufficient cause to create 
much enthusiasm among the brethren. They 
came in small squads, upon different roads, in the 
dead of night. There was no brass band or torch- 
light procession in waiting. The statesmen made 


a hasty retreat from the Union Station to 
escape the interrogatories of the newspaper 
men that were on hand to meet them. But 
three or four members of the Legislature 
greeted them. This morning the Senators 
proceeded to the Senate Chamber in‘pairs, packed 
up their effects, and shook the dust of the city 
from their feet at the earliest moment. No at- 
tention was given them by the Columbus 
Democracy, and it was plainly apparent that 
the statesmen were greviously disappointed in 
not being lionized or made martyrs of. There 
was no mistaking the fact that the Senators 
were sadly out of humor and not at all inclined 
to be joily. The four Democrats from Cincin- 
nati did not returo and itis not at all probable 
that they will ever uttempt to take the seats 
from which they were ousted, 





NO INSULT INTENDED. 

Dicsr, Nova Scotia, May 20.—The vessel 
reported as flying the English flag over that of 
the United States was the A. Horton, Capt. 
Joseph Snow. She was returning here after an 
absence of six weeks, and the Captain wished to 
display his colors, as is customary on such oc- 
easions. The vessel baving been but recently 
purchased in the United States had on board the 
American flag, which with the union jack were 
the only flags she had. These he twisted, and 
having only one place to hoist them on the flag 
of the country to which the vessel belonged had 
naturally the first piace. No insuit or disrespect 
to the United States. was intended, Capt. Snow 
being about the last man who would wish to 
offer such an insult. The crew were greatly as- 
tonished on hearing that such atrifliag matter 
had been made so much of. 





SUING HIS BROKERS. 

CurIcaGco, May 20.—A bill was filed in the 
Superior Court to-day by John Boyd against the 
firm of J. T. Lester & Co. containing some 
charges about Lester & Co.’s methods of busi- 
ness. Boyd says that in 1881 he employed Lester 
& Co. to buy and sell railroad stocks for him at 
the Stock Exchange in New-York. He says he 
has advanced $18,000 to the defendants to cover 
margins and that they have uever accounted to 
bim for it. He was to receive interest on the 
moneys’placed in their hands. Inthe Summer of 
1881 he instructed them from time to time to 
buy blocks of various stocks for him, including 
200 shares of the preferred stock of the Wabash 
St. Louis and Pacific for $18,812, 500 shares of 
Western Union stock for $46,300, and many 
others, amounting iu ali to about $175,000. He 
ufterward ordered them to sell out, and they 
claimed to bave sustained for him a loss of 
$.6.000: but he alieges that in fact they never 
pought the stock at all, but merely charged him 
with the losses. e 





THE WHEREABOUTS OF PARSONS. 
Curcaco, ll., May 20.—The Daily News 
is in receipt of information wnich it deems 
positive respecting the whereabouts of the fugi- 


tive Anarchist, Parsons. The Sheriff at Tallahas- 
see, Fla., telegraphed Tuesday that Parsonsanda 
companion ad gone through Tallahassee, 
and were bound for either Cedar Keys or 
Tampa, and were supposed to be_ heaa- 
ing for Cuba, as steamers leave both the 
ports mentioned for Havana. re- 
turn telegram was sent for a description 
of Parsons, and the description telegraphed 
back tallied precisely with that of Parsons, The 
Anarchist was recognized at a station called 
Baldwin, but was not apprebended. If Parsons 
sailed on Wednesday from Cedar Keys it is 
thought he can be. apprehended.

THE WAR OF FISH AND BAIT 


A VIGOROUS PROTEST FROM THE 
STATE DEPARTMENT. 

THE ADMINISTRATION ACTING PROMPTLY IN 
THE MATTER—EASTERN SENATORS URG- 
ING RETALIATION. 

WAsHINGTON, May 20.—The Administra- 
tion is not idle about the fisheries dispute that 
is now causing so much excitement at Portland 
and elsewhere in the East. As the settlement of 
the respective rights of American and Canadian 
vessels is a matter primarily for dip- 
lomatic consideration, it is mot one about 
which Secretary Bayard can properly 
or advantageously rush into print. He has 
not been unmindful of the necessity of bringing 
the situation of American fishermen to the at- 
tention of the British Minister,®and the two 
have had correspondence and frequent con- 
sultations on the supject. Upon the seizure of 
the A@ams and a report of the facts from 
Consul Phelan a strong letter from the 
State Department, asserting the right of the 
United States to the fullest commercial privi- 
leges in Canadian or other British ports, was 
sent to the British Minister, with a demand for 
the recognition of the claim made under the 
treaty. The letter cannot be obtained at this 
time, but it has been communicated to the 
Foaseign Committees of the two Houses 
ot Congress, and is understood to have 
satisfied every member of the committees 
of the manly and thoroughly patriotic tone 
and purpose manifested by the Secretary of 
State. Mr. Bayard is understood to have no 
doubts as to the friendly consideration of his 
communication or of the prompt action of the 
British Government in providing a remedy for 
the present awkward state of things. He is 
understood still to favor the commission recom- 


mended by bim through the President’s mes- 
sage, and which is so strenuously opposed by the 
Eastern fishermen. 

Senator Frye, who is the special representative 
of the New-England fishermen in Congress, 
agrees with otber Eastern men here in the 
opinion that the present troubies will be settled 
by the interested Governments without any 
serious straining of friendly relations, There 
was some danger, he said to-day, that if 
the fishermen went out with men and ves- 
sels armed, as they seemed to be thinking 
ot doing, there might be some additional 
trouble to be settled, but he had no rear that 
the settlement would not be brought about in 
an amicable way. Mr. Frye expecta the House 
of Representatives to agree to his amendment to 
the Dingley bill, giving the President authority 
to treat the vessels of other countries as those 
countries treat American vessels. When asked 
what he thought Mr. Cleveland would do after 
the bill became a law, he replied: ‘ The 
President is an American.” The Senator 
gives the Administration credit for an earnest 
desire to protect American fishermen, and he 
also credits Minister West with having succeeded 
in ** bamboozling”™ a good many persons both 1n 
the United States and Canada. The Administra- 
tion, in Mr. Frye's opinion, is better informed 
upon the fishery question this year than it was 
last year, and he apparently bas no doubt that if 
the occasion should arise Mr. Cleveland would 
not hesitate to do what the Frye retaliatory 
proposition permits. The Senator suspects that 
in the cases of vessels already seized by the Ca- 
nadian authorities their masters mav have failed 
to coneny. with ali the necessary customs regu- 
lations. If this was so, he said, the fines imposed 
upon the owners would have to be paid with 
good grace, and thut should be the end of it. 

Mr. Frye bolds that there is no law or treaty 
that prevents American vessels from going into 
any Canadian port to buy bait or anything eise 
80 long as it follows the customs regulations. 
On the contrary, he considered that the right 
has been distinctly recognized in iaws passed by 
Great Britain from time to time. The treaty of 
1818 was silent, he said, on the subdject 
of commercial trading, but this haa been taken 
-care of in subsequent laws passea by each coun- 
try. Mr. Frye thinks the Canadian people have 
been misled into assuming their present position 
in the belief that it would result either in the 
admission of fish into American ports duty free 
or in the creation of another commission 
to award a lot of money to the Cana- 
dians. Either of these things would be 
very acceptable to them, but they would 
especially like free fish. Mr. Frye intimated 
that Minister West was largely responsible for 
tbe hopes of a commission, while the Morrison 
Tariff bill gave rise to the hopes of free fish. 
The Senators would have no fault to findif the 
United States should try the effect of a little 
moral suasion by sending up a war vessel to 
cruise in the neighborhood of the fishing grounds. 
If it came to retaliating on the partof the 
United States and the closing of our ports to 
Canadian fishing vessels, Mr. Frye thought that 
would settle the matter very guickly. The 
Canadians would have no market and could 
whistle for their pains. 

Mr. Frye received a telegram to-day from 
President Steele, of the American Fishery Union, 
which illustrates the feeling of some of the Ca- 
nadians against the American fishermen. Mr. 
Steele stated that the schooner Jennie and Julia, 
of Eastport, Me., cleared for Digby under regis- 
ter on Monday. Capt. Ferris, her master, re- 
ported at the Digby Custom House, and said he 
wanted to buy herring for smoking. He was 
told that he could not purchase herring for any 
purpose, and was warned that if he did so his 
vessel would be seized. While the Captain was at 
Digby a British vessel came into port flying 
the British flag overa United States ensign on 
her maintopmast. It is supposed the foreign 
fishermen took great pleasure in this petty in- 
sult to tue American flag. Mr. Steele’s telegram 
was sent by Mr. Frye tothe Secretary of State 
with a letter in which the Senatur expressed his 
hope that the Government was taking such steps 
as the importance of the subject required, and 
the statement that Mr. Frye believed the con- 
duct of the Canadian Government was without 
autbority of law or treaty. 

Senator Hoar, whose Massachusetts constitu- 
ents have a very deep interest in the fishery 
troubles, agrees with Mr. Frye in anticipating a 
settiement of the present difficulty without a 
rupture of friendly relations between the two 
Governments. Mr. Hoar has no doubt that 
England will abandon her position as being ut- 
terly untenable. Her position he regards as at 
wide variance with every principle of comity 
between civilized nations in this age of progress 
and civilization. Mr. Hoar attributes the atti- 
tude of the Canadians to a desire to force the 
Americans into arenewal of commercial con- 
ventions, which have been of great advantage 
to the former and of which the latter are hearti- 
ly sick. Wehave the Canadians at our mercy 
anyhow, he thinks, as it would be a 
very serious matter for them if their 
fishing vessels should be barred = out 
of our ports. Mr. Hoar takes arather charita- 
ble view of the various statements which Minis- 
ter West is alleged to have made concerning 
the present situation. He assume that the 
Minister never made such assertions, on the 
ground that they could not be uttered by any 
man who had any idea of diplomatic usages or 
manners. 

Senator Frye wants his retaliation amendment 
to become a law, because he doubts the power 
of the President to shut out Canadian vessels 
under existing laws. Senator Edmunds does not 
take this view. He says the President has the 
power now to close American ports to Canadian 
vessels, and he adds that the President ought 
to exercise that power at once, a step 
which would bring matters to a head in short 
order. Mr. Edmunds credits the Canadian posi- 
tion to the wish to force the United States into 
another Fisheries Commission, but he thinks the 
result will be something very different. The 
Vermont Senator deprecates the arming of 
New-England fishermen. He fears that some 
unfortunate collision may follow which would 
complicate matters and make a peaceful settile- 
ment barder toreach.

ARMS FOR FISHING SCHOONERS. 
THE NEW-ENGLAND FISHERMEN SAY THEY 
WILL PROTECT THEMSELVES, 

Boston, May 20.—There has been some 
excitement along the water front over the re- 
Port that a fishing schooner had been arming in 
this harbor. Itis reported that the schooner 
Augusta Herrick, Capt. William E. Herrick, left 
New-York four days ago on a fishing trip to the 
Bay of Fundy. Hearing of the seizure of the 
Portland schooner by the Canadians, the owners 
of the vessel decided that something must be 
done to protect their property. The Herrick ac- 
cordingly put into Boston Harbor and her Cap- 
tain went ashore, He immediately went to a gun 
store, near the wharf, and purchased two 36- 
inch yacht guns, which were delivered on 
board, together with a large amount of ammu- 
nition and smallarms. The schooner then head- 


ed down the bay on her voyage to the fishing 
waters along the Canadian shore. The two yacht 
guns cost and will penetrate steel armor 
% inch thick at a distance of a mile. The 
clerk at the gun store where the purchase 
is said to have been made says he asked the Cap- 
tain what he proposed to.do with the weapons 
and the latter replied: ** lam going® a-fisbing in 
the Bay of Fundy and I don’t propose to have 
any cheap Canadian pirat¢ seizing my schooner.

No word of any kind has been sent to the own- 
ers of the confiscated vessels.

I have on board a 
Yankee crew from Maine and Massachusetts 
and they were men whose. courage is un- 
doubted. They said to me: ‘Captain, go ashore 
and get usguns, We will go to the Bay of 
Fundy, and if we are attacked by the Lans- 
downe or any other craft that carries an Eng- 
lish flag, we will show them that there is as good 
powder and bull in Boston as her Majesty's 
boats can find in any land.’” 

*Would you resist an attempt made to seize 
your schooner ?” asked the clerk.

Wedo not want to have trouble 
with the English people, but if they should try 
to capture our schooner as they have the other 
two they will find there will be blows to take and 
blows to give.”

They say that the 
Herrick, which is still in New-York, has not 
been in Boston for nearly three weeks. 


PORTLAND, Me., May 20.—This morning 
O. B. Whitten, Secretary of the Portland Fish- 
ing Exchange, addressed communications to 
Mayor Chapman and J. E. Blabon, President of 
the Board of Trade, requesting that special 
meetings to consider the outrage committed 
upon American fishermen be calied. Col. Lewis 
B. Smith, First Deputy Collector, who is the 
executive head of the Portland Custom House, 
says that the object of the ‘*touch and trade” 
permits is to protect the United States revenue 
and to show that the vessel taking them out 
does not undertake other business than that 
in which she professes to engage. It is for 
the convenience of the Customs Service and the 

rotection of the vessel against harassments 
rom our officers, andis purely our own affair, in 
which foreign Governments have no concern. 
Col. Smith's explanation is not satisfactory to 
Portland fishermen. A prominent owner said 
to-day that Portiand vessels will be armed and 
defended from seizure, in accordance with the 
resolution adopted yesterday. Democrats and 
Republicans unite in denouncing Secre- 
tary Bayard. There has been an added 
excitement to-day, it having been re- 
ported that President Cleveland had vetoed 
the Frye bill. Capt. Nickerson, of the

REPARATION DEMANDED. 
WHAT THE GENERAL COURT OF MASSA- 
CHUSETTS IS ASKED TO DO. 

Boston, May 20.—Representative Sam- 
uel Roads, Jr.. of Marblehead, has laid before 
the Committee of Federal Relations of the Gen- 
eral Court the following resolutions, which he 
asks them to report in response to the order pre- 
sented by him and referred to the committee by 
the House: 

Resolvei, That the people of this Commonwealth 
view with deep concern the official seizures of vessels 
belonging to its citizens, the breaking up or their voy- 
ages, and the spoliation of their cargo inthe British 
Province of Canada, also the refusaito permit others 
to enter and trade by British authorities on 
the frivicous pretense that it is an _ illicit 
trade for the owner or master to buy bait in Cana- 
dian ports or to export it in an American vessel. 
As the laws of the United States und of Great 
Britain long since opened commerce by sea be- 
tween the pvssessivns of each in Amer- 
ica and distinctiy gave to the bottoms of 
each the same _ privileges, except coastwise, 
in their respective ports,and as atthe very time of 
these unfriendly seizures, British Provincia) fishing 
vessels were lying in the ports of Massuchusetts openly 
and without molestation. buying seines, boats, outfits. 
and bait for their enterprise, we cannot forbe-r 
to believe that these obstructions to the 
trade of and seizures of the property of 
our citizens are iptended to destroy § the 
equal commercial privileges thetwo fiags have long 
enjoyed in the portsof each. We therefore instruct 
our Senators and request our Representatives in Con- 
gressto urgethat body to replace the discrimina- 
tions on British vessels coming from British North 
America as they existed when thetreaty of 1818 was 
made, and to suspend the privileges heretofore grant- 
ed such trade, until ample reparation has been made 
for past spoliations and security can be assured against 
their renewal. 

Resolved, That past experience is a warning against 
any more fishing treaties with Great Britain, and we 
mark the fact that neither a charge nor an allegation 
has been made that any of our fishermen have taken 
fish in the limits whose u-e for that purpose the 
United States in 1815 renounced to Great Britain, and 
we request our Senstorsto oppose any convention or 
treaty with Great Britain that either seeksto buy rights 
of that country or to restrain the right of the United 
States to levy duties on any imports, or which con- 
cedes any sovereignty or dominion over our flag upon 
the ocean. 

Resoived, That the Government of the United States 
is responsible for the due performance of its treaty 
engagements with other nations, but we find nothing 
in the treaty of 1818 by which the United States sub- 
mits our vessels and crews On the high seas to the po- 
lice jurisdiction of Great Britain, or which authorizes 
that power to construe that treaty for both con- 
tracting parties in her inferior courts and 
levy execution on the private property 
ot American citizens for assumed infraction of it. We 
therefore consider British action in seizing and libel- 
ing in her courts the schooner David J. Adams, on the 
charge of infracting that treaty, as an assumption of 
authority of this Government and its citizens insult- 
ing to the people of the Unitec States and humiliating 
to their standing among nations, and we look’ to 
the Executive and Congress to preserve the honor of 
the people and their flagandto secure reparation for 
the aggression on its sovereignty and for the spoliation 
of its citizens.

LEGISLATION AT OTTAWA. 

Orrawa, May 20.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Foster, Minister of Marine, 
moved the second reading of the bill respecting 
fishing by foreign vessels in Canadian waters. 
He said the object of the bill was to explain 


some of the provisions of the treaty of 1818. 
Mr. Davies said he wished to know if it was the 
policy of the Government to prevent American 
fishing vessels from entering Canadian waters 
for the purpose of shipping crews, transferring 
cargoes, or any similar purpose. He also would 
like to bave the Government state whether this 
legislation was introduced with the knowledge 
and approval. of the British Government, 
and whether® the co-operation of the 
imperial authorities would be given to 
the enforcement of the regulations which it 
was proposed to adopt with respect to sea 
coast fisheries. Mr. Thompson, Minister of Jus- 
tice, said the Government did not consider it 
wise or politic to make known exactly what 
offenses would be reached by the measure now 
before the House, but the terms of the treaty of 
1818 would not be exceeded. He could not 
answer the question as to the transshipment of 
cargoes or shipment of crews. The main object 
sought to be effected was to prevent foreign 
fishing vessels from entering Canadian waters 
for any other purposes than those mentioned in 
the treaty. The bill was passed through com- 
mittee.

THE CASE OF THE WHITE FAWN. 

Boston, May 20.—A former case, similar 
in every important respect to that of the David 
J. Adams and in many respects to that of the 
Elia M. Doughty, was that of the Gloucester 
schooner White Fawn, seized in 1870 on the New- 
Brunswick coast for buying bait at Head Har- 


bor. The case was argued in the Vioe-Admiralty 
Court of New-Brunswick in March of the fol- 
lowing year before Judge Hazen, who inter- 
preted the convention of 1818 in a wholly dif- 
ferent spirit from the construction placed 
upon It by the British Crown officers there. 
He decided that the seizure was illegal 
and ordered the release of the vessel with 
everything that was on board when the seizure 
was made. Judge Huzen cited the fact that the 
White Fawn was not alleged to bave fished 
within the three-mile jimit, and for all that ap- 
peared it might have been the master’s inten- 
tions to fish outside the limit only. lt was not 
forthe court to impute an intention to break 
the law. The Captain had a right to pass with 
his vessel through the three marine miles to the 
fishing —s outside. The Judge could not 
adopt the construction sought to be put upon 
the statutes by the Crown officer that a toreign 
vessel being in British waters and pur- 
chasing trom a British subject any arti- 
cles which may be used in prosecuting 
the fisheries is liable to forfeiture, without it 
being shown that such articles are to be used in 
illegal fishing in British waters. Asto preparing 
to tish, Judge Hazen thoughtit harsh and un- 
reasonable, and not warranted by the words of 
the statutes. The words ‘preparing to fish” 
were introduced for the purpose of preventing 
the escape of a foreign vessel which, though 
with intent of illegally fishing in British waters, 
but not having taxen fish or engaged in fisning 
by setting nets or lines, was seized in the very 
act of putting out her lines, nets, &c.. in the 
water and thus preparing to fish. Without these 
words a vessel so situated would escape, inas- 
much as the crew kad neither caught fish nor 
been found fishing. 

A Halifax special says: “Chief-Justice McDon- 
ald will attend to some circuit work in Western 
Nova Scotia before hearivg the arruments in 
the fisheries seizures. Consul-General Phelan, 
in his report in regard to the Ella M. Doughty, 
will give with the greatest possible detail ail th 
facts, showing that the presence of the vessel in 
St. Ann’s Buy was due to ice, whicn prevented 
her from putting to sea and compelled her te 
find proper and immediate shelter. Robert 
Sedgwick, Queen’s Counsel, has been retained, 
with Wallace Graham, to act for the Queen in 
the prosecution of the captured vessels.” 
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IRISH BILLS DISCUSSED 


THE.ARMS ACT GIVEN A SECOND’ 


READING. 

SPIRITED “DEBATES ON TWO IRISH MEAS- 
URES—LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL’S 
LOUD TALK CONDEMNED. 

Lonpon, May 20.—The House of Com- 
mons this evening, after a heated debate, re- 
jected, by a vote of 210 to 169, the Dundalk Gas 
bill, aselaborated by a committee which con- 
sisted of four English members. The bill in- 
creased the powers of a private gas company, 
whereas the municipal authorities wish to take 
the task of lighting the town into their own hands 
in order to be as economical as possible. In the 
course of the debate Mr. Sexton said that 
Irish private business ought to be sus- 
pended until the home rule question had 
been settled, and that at any rate the Dill 
under consideration ought to be dealt with by a 
committee of Irishmen instead of Englishmen. 
Lord John Manners, Conservative, said that the 
debate showed the temper with which business 
would be conducted in the Irish Parliament. 
Mr. Dillon retorted that the Irish Parliament 
would at least be composed of members who 
know where Dundalk is situated. The bill was 
supported by the Conservatives and by Mr. 
Leonard H. Courtney, Liberal, while Messrs. 
Gladstone, Childers, and Stansfeld, of the Min- 
istry, and all the Parnellites opposed the 
measure. The announcement of the result was 
received with loud cheers by the Irish members, 

Mr. John Morley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
moved the second reading of the Armsact. He 
explained that the act was intended to restrict 
the possessing, carrying, and importing of arms. 
Nobody in a proclaimed district could carry 
arms without a license. Although cases of out- 
rage had greatly diminished in number since 
1881, it was necessary to prolong the act of that 
year in view of the present excited state of party 


feeling in the North of Ireland. No act could 
prevent the commission of a deliberately planned 
murder. The true use of the act was to prevent 
the growth of the practice of carrying arms on 
the occasions of fairs, markets, processions, and 
other gatherings. In conclusion he asked all 
lovers of order to support the measure. 

Mr. Parnell complained that the powers of the 
act had been injuriously used in two directions: 
first, to harass and annoy Nationalists; second, 
to deprive the farmers of guns intended for 
scaring birdsaway from growing crops. [Con- 
servative laughter.] He urged that the act be 
applied impurtially in disarming Orangemen as 
well as Nationalists, [Cheers.] Orangemen had 
shown by acts and by the utterances of their 
leaders that they were disposed to slaughter, or 
to attempt to slaughter, those who differed from 
them in political opinion. [Irish cheers.] He 
would not say that Lord Salisbury, Lord Ran- 
do!lpbh Churchill, and Mr. Chamberlain really in- 
tended to promote murder, but their words 
would certainly have no other effect. 

Mr. Bradlaugh condemned Lord Randolph 
Churchill’s speeches in Ulster as dangerous and 
treasonable. 

Lord Randolph Churchill repudiated the insin- 
uation that he had incited the people of Ulster 
to murder. He had merely pointed out that the 
Placing of the Ulsterites in the power of a Dub- 
lin Parliament must result in civil war. He 
quoted speeches of Mr. Gladstone and Sir Henry 
James in an effort to prove that the people were 
justified in refusing to submit to the transfer of 
authority from an efficient to an inefficient 
Government. He admitted that he told 
the Ulsterites that if the Home Rule Dill 
should be passed they would be justified 
in offering forcible resistance. In that he 
adhered to the constitutional doctrine which 
England accepted a century ago. He quoted 
Mr. Morley’s essay on Robespierre and a speech 
of Mr. Gladstone in support of that doctrine. 

Mr. Healy indorsed Mr. Parnell’s remarks. He 
asked what effect Orangemen’s threats would 
have upon Fenians. 

Mr. Gladstone said that the law ought be ap- 
plied with the strictest .impartiality. He 
regretted that he had not heard Lord 
Randolph Churchill, but he understood the 
drift of bis remarks. He (Mr. Gladstone) wished 
to explain tnat he had not noticed such len- 
guage as Lord Randolph’s, because he_ re- 
garded it as powerless to weaken the founda- 
tions of the law and the national feeling; 
and turther that the.Conservative leaders 
had offered nothing either in extenuation of or 
apology for Lord Randolph’s language. The 
Government desired to avoid subjects likely to 
stir up angry passions, and therefore had not 
noticed circumstances characterized equally by 
—— gravity and, happily, by extreme 
rarity. 

Mr. Dillon opposed the bill on the ground that 
arms would be obtained in spite of any law to 
the contrary. Heand other Irish members ac- 
cused the Orangemen of secretly carrying arms 
with the intent to murder Nationalists. 

Mr. De Cobain, member for East Belfast and 
Deputy Grand Master for Jreland of the Orange 
 cceaaaaaan said that he did not object to the 

ill. 


Mr. Morley said the Government had serious- 
ly contemplated the extension of the operations 
of the act to the whole of Ireland. The authori- 
ties, he added, would exercise the powers in- 
trusted to them impartially. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, in supporting the 
bill, said he considered it a strong argument 
against the other proposed measures for Ireland. 

Mr. Thomas Power O’Connor said that Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach had discreetiy made no 
allusion to Lord Randolph Churchill’s speech. 
Did Lord Randolph, he asked, express the 
opinions of the Conservative Party? [Loud 
Irish cheers.] 

Mr. Ellis Ashmead Bartlett, Conservative, 
made a *jingo"’ speech to tie effect that he be- 
longed to a militia regiment, and was willing to 
assist the men of Ulster. His remarks were 
greeted with laughter, 

The Arms act passed the second reading by a 
vote of 303 to 89. Mr. Labouchére anda few 
other Radicals voted with the Parnellite 
minority. 

The Government * whips’ report that 220 Lib- 
erals are pledged to vote for the Home Rule bill, 
with the 8 Parneilites, and that the number of 
supporters is increasing daily. They now count 
upon carrying the bill by a majoritv of 15. 

The Conservative National Union is preparing 
for an organized election campaign. The union 
has planned to divide England into nine dis- 
tricts, with a salaried head and subagents for 
each district, and will support Liberal Unionists 
whbere Conservatives bave no chance of election. 

The Liberal Unionist Committee has sent 
agents to the Provinces to operate against local 
Liberal caucuses that favor Mr. Gladstone. The 
agents are empowered to promise Liberal Union- 
ist candidates funds with which to carry on the 
the electoral! contest. 

in consequence of the action of the Central 
Liberal Association in inciting local caucuses 
to threaten Liberal maicontents a meeting 
was held in the committee room of the 
House of Commons this evening, Mr. 
Chamberlain presiding. Thirty-four members 
were present. It was decided to treat the 
threats as a personal insult requiring the inter- 
vention of Parliament anda public exposure. 
A proposal that Mr Chamberlain and 
followers should join the Unionist committee 
was negatived on the ground that tnere was 
still a prospect of a reconciliation with the Gov- 
eroment, and that it would be too impolitic for 
Radical dissenters to assume an attitude of ir- 
reconcilable hostility to Mr. Gladstone, 

A large meeting of Orangemen was. held to- 
day near Armagh. Two huudred armed and 
drilled volunteers were enrolied and other ar- 
rangements made forcibly to resist home rule. 

Mr, Chamberlain writes to his constituents 
thanking them for their vote of confidence. He 
suys be hopes that even now means will be 
found to reunite the Liberals provided the 
Home Rule bill, which, he declares, is admitted 
to be defective, shall be withdrawn, and he is 
sanguine that, with more time for discussion 
and consideration, something like a@ general 
agreement can be effected. 

Gen. Sir Frederick Ponsonby, the Queen’s pri- 
vate secretary, delivered to Mr. Gladstone to- 
day a long message from her Majesty. 

The Pail Mall Gazette says that Mr. Chamber- 
lain, by his curt refusal to entertain indirect 
overtures from Mr. Gladstone through Baron 
Herschell, the Lord High Chancellor, has closed 
the door to sny chance of reconciliation between 
himself and Mr. Gladstone.

TO STATE PRISON TO-DAY 


JAEHNE SENTENCED FOR NINE 
YEARS AND TEN MONTHS. 
JUDGE BARRETY’S SEVERE WORDS TO THH 
CONVICTED ALDERMAN—A STAY OF 

PROCEEDINGS REFUSED. 

All the chairs and benches in the Court of 
Over and Terminer were occupied at 9:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning, the seats in the jury box 
being filled by spectators. Several of the jurors 
who convicted ex-Alderman Henry W. Jaehne 
of receiving a bribe of $20,000 for his vote upon 
the Broadway Surface Railway franchise were 
in the room. Jaehne looked well when he en- 
terea with two Deputy Sheriffs and took a 
seat at the little table with three of bislawyers— 
Richard 8. Newcombe, Gen. Roger A. Pryor, and 
John B. Toner. John Graham was conspicuoug 
by his absence. District Attorney Martine and 
Assistant District Attorney Nicoll sat at their 
table, and Sheriff Hugh J. Grant and Fire Com- 
missioner Richard Croker were near the Judge’s 
bench. Charlies Jaehne, a brother of the con- 
victed Alderman, and Charles Israels, a brother- 
in-law, were present. None of the boodle Al- 
dermen of 1884, excepting Jaehne, wera in at- 
tendance. Jaehne did not glance about the 
room or hold any communication with anybody. 
He modestly looked at Justice Barrett and 
seemed to have braced himself for the worst. 
He had been cleanly shaved, and his personai ap- 
pearance was as neat and aitractive asever. He 
carried an Olive-colored overcoat, silk hat, and 


umbrella, and placed them on the little table be 
tore him. 

When Justice Barrett announced tbat he waa 
ready to proceed Gen. Pryor arose and, after 
making his customary salaam before the court, 
said that he moved foran arrest of judgment 
upon three grounds: 

— the evidence was insufficient in sub. 
8 le 

second—That the count inthe indictment on which 
trial was bad was insufficient. 

Third—That in law no judgment could be had on the 
indictment and the verdict. 

Then Gen. Pryor made a motion for a new 
trial upon two grounds: 

Ue ae the jury was misdirected as to the points 

Second—That the verdict is against the law and 
against the evidence. 

Gen. Pryor resumed his seat, and Justice Bar- 
rett replied firmly, ** I deny both motions.” 

** I take an exception,” said Gen. Pryor, rising 
and bowing to the court and Justice Barrett 
nodding. 

_ Then the veteran Clerk Sparks arose and said 
in a loud tone, ** Jaehne, stand up.” 

The ex-Vice-President of the Board of Alder- 
men was quickly on his feet, standing as he used 
to stand at times when presiding over the Board 
of Aldermen, and looking as natural and self- 
composed as he did in those days. is answers 
to Clerk Sparks were given in a clear voice that: 
did not betray his feelings, which must have 
been of the most distressing kind. 

* What is your age?’ asked Mr. Sparks. 

* Thirty-six,” was the answer promptly given. 

* What was your last residence?” 

“No. 438 Vandam-street.”’ 

**Have you ever learned a mechanical trade ?” 

* Yes, Sir, that of a manufacturing jeweler.” 

* What have you to ~S why the judgment of 
the sot should not be pronounced against 
you 

Jaehne remained perfectly motionless and 
made no sign that he desired to say anything. 
His lawyers might have been glued to their 
chairs. They did notstir. Gen. Pryor.tacing Judge 
Barrett, closed his eyelids with a snap, and bis 
lower lip protruded several inches. Mr. New- 
combe seemed to be ina dream, and Mr. Toner 
toyed with a lead pencil. It seemed an age be- 
fore it was fully understood by the court that 
neither Jaenne nor b.s counsel desired to say 
anything. The prisoner stood as though before 
the camera of a photographer and did not move 
amuscle. When the court room was as quiet as 
the grave Justice Barrett. with his eyes fixed 
upon the somewhat bmndsome prisoner, said: 

** Jaehne, after a fair trial, you have been con- 
victeda of the offense charged in the indictment 
against you. You have had every advantage 
Guring your trial any defendant could huve 
had. You have had the benefit of experienced 
and able counsel,.not to speak of the astute and 
indefatigable attorney who has assisted you. 
You have haa the services of two of the 
most eminent members of the Bar—one 
a veteran of the criminal Bar, noted 
for his power and foree, and another 
gentleman of equal power and force whose serv- 
ices are everatthe command of the poor, the 
unfortunate, and oppressed of this and other 
jJlands. The case is asadone. It is a bumiliat- 
ing spectacle that a man who is elected to pub- 
lic office in this city should have so heinously 
betrayed his trust as you have. It is humil- 
jating to the people of this city, State, and 
country that such a spectacle shall be pre- 
sented in a free government as you, a man 
who has betrayed the trust reposed in him. It 
is sad to see a man with the advantages you 
have occupying your present shameful position. 
I could not be unmoved at the spectacle of your 
weeping wife and broken-hearted mother, for I 
am not one to disregard a woman’s tears. But 
the saddest thing of allabout your case is the 
doubt which pervades many good and honest 
minds of your conviction. No doubt was enter- 
tained of your guilt. 

“It was universaily conceded when the evi- 
dence was in that the case against you ‘was 
clear, convincing, and overwhelming. There 
was no doubt of your guilt, but there wasa 
doubt concerning the chances of convicting you. 
The doubt arose because the people have not 
sufficient faith in their common laws, because 
they feared that crime would in the end tri- 
umph over virtue. It was, too, a doubt of 
the jury system, of the zeal of our 
public prosecutor, and of the fidelity of tne 
detective branch of our police. Every good 
citizen should rejoice that all these doubts have 
been dispelled, and the lesson it teaches is a good 
one. It teaches us to believe in the probity and 
fidelity of our police, in the efficacy and impar- 
tiality of our iaws, and in the greatness of 
our institutions. We are also taught that 
to & great people we must not destroy 
faith, but support it. You* have only had 
faith in the supremacy of evil and ino 
tne impossibility of working out good results, 
and you have fathered and sustained the very 
crime of which you have been found guilty. 
The faith that you and those like you have en- 
deavoredto trample in the mudot corruption 
rises trium phant over you, whiie you have fallen, 
a disgraced and dishonored man. The faithin 
evil will now give way to that better and higher 
faith that good must triumph in the end. 

** Have you forgotten the conviction of Tweed 
whose power was greater tbanever yours was? 
Have you fofgotten the conviction of Genet? 
Have’ you forgotten the conviction of Sergt. 
Crowley, and of Kish and Ward, or are only the 
occasional! miscarriages of Justice to be remem- 
bered.? The lesson isthere. The people are not, 
as you and those like you have thought, honey< 
combed through with corruption. There ig 
bope of better things, and the people will in the 
future have more faith. You and such as you 
not only doubt the efficacy of the law and believe 
solely in corruption to prevent and obstruct the 
law, but you sneer atevery honest effort to bring 
about a better state of things. The two notori- 
ously honest men of your b ard were sneered at 
as ‘dudes;’ their refusaltodo as you did was 
*cheap buncombe.’ In addition to that you 
must instruct your counsel to say that it was 
personal ambition and personal aggrandize- 
ment that our worthy Sheriff refused 
the offer of a_ bribe because he wanted 
to be Sheriff, forsooth, and the Hon. Mr, 
O’Connor refused it because he wanted to be 
Governor. Every aspiration for better things, 
you said, was an aspiration for personal ag- 
zrandizement and personal advantage. There 
is nothing 80 contemptible to you asa man who 
seeks to reform abuses. The lesson of the day ig 
that the vipers who hold stch sentiments had 
better hide their heads so that honest men may 
breath more treely and that they may know 
that the majority of the peuple hold their honor 
above price. Nothing remains for me to do but 
to pass the sentence of the court. 

“T have conscientiously consulted my whole 
conacience and mind to see if there was any pos- 
sibility of mercy in your case. I have been 
asked to be merciful. am not unmindful of 
woman’s tears, or of any consideration which 
could properly bring about proper mercy, but 
there is none. If ever there was a cuse where 
something like the maximum penalty of the 
law should be infiicted it is truly here. Thig 
was not only not a_ technical bribery, 
but it was a substan ial bribery —an 
enormous sum of money paid to a 
man for the purpose of influencing him with re- 
spect to a stupendous transaction. It was no 
trivial matter. It was one of the most extreme 
cases of bribery. It is one of those cases for 
which the law provides a maximum punishment. 
1 would have you believe that, although we feel 
it our duty to impose the maximum punishment, 
we have no desire that you should be treated in 
any different way from any other prisoner. [ 
have instructed the Sheriff to give you the usual 
advantage of the usual custom of 
office, and that you shall «not be has- 
tened to the prison to which I shall 
send you in a ae different from an 
other prisoner, he nigh orlow. You shall 
have your day to procure, if learned counsel 
can, a stay of proceedings, which may retain 
you in the City Prison untilthbe hearing for an 
appeal ip your case. We have confidence not 
only in our people but in our Judges, and if any 
learned Judge deems that we have erred he wiil 
grant a stay, but not otherwise. There is every 
fair opportunity to be prosecuted in your casa 
as in that of every other man. There is no 
feeling except of sorrow—sorrow that a man 
having the advantages you had should be in 
such a position. Every protection that the law 
aliows bas been thrown around you. 

* It remains, therefore, for me to pass sentence 
upon you. Under the law there is a provision 
that in Satie Onis punishment the Ta shall 
see to it that the prisoner gets the benefit of noa- 
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sible and probable good behavior during his in- 
earceration in the sense that bis sentence shall 
end between certain months in the year, and in 
order to accomplish that the maximum punish- 
ment will have to be diminished by two months, 
so that you may come out to the outer world 
between the months of March and November. 

“The judgment of the court is that you be 
eonfined at hard labor in State prison for the 
period of nine yearsaud ten months.” 

Jaehne resumed his seat, a crushed man, and 
he looked every inch of it. The ordeal through 
which he passed must have peen terrible for 
him. Two Deputy Sheriffs heckoned to him, and 
he was taken to the Sheriff's office on the floor 
below. Gen. Pryor said that his Honor’s speech 
in sentencing Jachne was one of the 
most cutting addresses to a_ prisoner 
that he had ever listened to. While 
the speech was being delivered Gen. Pryor 
frequentiy wiped the tears from his eyes. Jaehno 
stood it bravely until his Honor said, “ I could 
not be unmoved atthe spectacle of your weep- 
ing wife and broken-hearted mother, for I am 
not one to disregard a woman’s tears.”? Then 
hiseyes became watery and his face slightly 
tiushed. His wife and sister came to the door of 
court room, believing that it would be 
their last chance to see _him_ before he 
was taken to Sing Sing. 
that Sheriff Grant had announced that he would 
not send Jaehne to Sing Sing until 8 o’clock this 
morning they went to their home. They were 
almost overcome with grief over Jaehne’s tate, 
and everybody sympathized withthem. Under 
the commutation law for good behavior 
Jaehne’s sentence, if he obeys the rules of the 
prison, will be diminished from nine years and 
ren months to six years four months and twenty- 
five days. 

When the crowd had disappeared from the 
Court House Jaehne was taken by Deputy 
Sheriffs MecGonigal and MeCloskey through the 
Broadway entrance to the Court House. They

talking to two of his neighbors and to Warden 
Keating, of the Ludiow-Street Jail. He was mak- 
ing a great effort to appear cheerful. When the 
reporter told him that his counsel had procured 
a temporary stay, Jaehne’s face brightened up, 
end he rejoiced, saying,

also rejoiced and congratulated him upon the 
prospect of securing a stay_pending an appeal.

Gen. Pryor and 
Mr. Newcombe gppeared for him, and Mr. 
Nicoll, the Assistant District Attorney, appeared 
for the people. Justice Daniels was on the 
bench. There were many well known lawyers 
in the court room. Gen. Pryor opened the pro- 
ceedings by saying that the motion was for astay 
of execution of judgment pending an appeal. 
He said that if nis Honor had a reasonable doubt 
astothe legality of the conviction, he should 
grant the stay asked for. The lawyer did not 
come into that court to appeal for a new trial. 
He came to ask that his unfortunate client 
should have time in which to appeal to the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court, He would: 
show that the defense had taken a large num- 
ber of exceptions and confidently expected that 
the conviction would be set aside and a 
new trial granted. Justice Barrett in his charge 
to the jury said that the administration of jus- 
tice was on trial on the one side and Jaehne on 
the other. This meant that the acquittal of 
J2ehne would bea miscarriage of justice. The 
indictment charged that the offense alleged was 
committed with a person as yet unknown 
to the Grand Jury. There was no inti- 
mation in the indictment that Jaehne had 
received a bribe. There was no evidence 
to show who the briber was; no evidence to 
show the locality where the crime was commit- 
ted; no fact in the case indicating that the crime 
was committed in the county of New-York, It 
‘was not in evidence where the briber lived. Ali 
was left to surmise andconijecture. There was no 
eviaence of the existence of the corpus delicti, 
and the crime was not established aliunde. Gen. 
Pryor epoke at length of the alleged confession 
made by Jaehne to Inspector Byrnes, and said 
that it was not corroborated. It wasa rule es- 
tablished by the criminal law that a person's 
confession out of court will be ineufficient to 
convict him unless there is other preof. Gen. 
Pryor continued his arcument at great length, 
insisting that the evidence was insufficient to 
convict Jaehne. 


Assistant District Attorney Nicoll, in reply, 
called his Honor's attention to much of the evi- 
dence submitted in the Court of Oyer and Ter- 
miner,and argued that, upon such evidence, 
Jaehne had been justly convicted. Mr. Nicoll 
read a long list of cases where confessions were 
admitted and where convictions were had, and 
declared that the confession made by Jaehne 
had been proved to be true aliunde. The ob- 
jections raised by inglorious counsel, Mr. Nicoll 
said, were frivolous. Mr. Nicoli said that 
if his Honor decided that the indictment could 
not be had on section 72 of the Penal Code the 
case could not be heard on appeal until next

THE LONG SESSION ENDED

CLOSING: SCENES IN THE LEGIs- 
LATIVE HALLS, 


A HEAVY BATCH OF NOMINATIONS CON- 


TIVE MANSION JOB RUSHED THROUGH. 


ALBANY, May :20.—The .closing hours of 
‘the session of the.Legislature of 1886 were un- 
eventful. The moreimportant bills had been 
disposed of earlier in the week, and what busi- 
ness remained forthe last day was chiefly of a 
routine nature, The Republican Senators passed 
the Executive Mansion job, for which the Gov- 
ernor has been pulling every conceivable wire 
for a week, When the bill was referred to 
the Finance Committee earlier in the week 
it was generally supposed that it would 
never be heard of again this session at 
least. But Gov. Hill seta trap for the four Re- 
publican members of the committee, Senators 
Sloan, Fassett, Low, and Hoysradt. He invited 
the committee over to the Executive Mansion, 
spread whisky and cigars before the members, 
took them over the house and the grounds, and 
showed the great need of appropriating $39,0000 
for the purchase of adjoining property and 
$65,000 for repairs. Senator Sloan was the one 
member of the committee who could not be 
convinced of the necessity for this large ex- 
penditure, 

When the bill came up in the Senate to-day 
Mr. Kellogg of Essex, who is one of the very 
few Republican Senators bold enough to con- 
demn a job and to criticise bis associates in 
caucus for their want of backbone, renewed his 


attack upon it. The expenditure, he claimed, 
was, in the first place, aitogether too large, and 
in the next place part of it was unnecessary. 
He scored the Republicans for their readiness to 
kill a ftive-hundred-dollar or one-thousand- 
doilar appropriation with the cry of re- 
trenchment and economy, but when it came to 
a million-dollar job or a hundred-thousand-dol- 
lar job they meekly bowed their heads and paid 
no attention to it, The Democrats, he asserted, 
had notasked for an appropriation all Winter 
without having it made by the Republican ma- 
{ jority. He moved to strike outthe $65,000, but 
} teaving the appropriation for the purchase of 
property. This was lost_by the following vote.

This settled the fate of the bill, It was passed 
by avote of 24 to 4. The four negatives were 
Kellogg, Knapp, Sioan, and Smith. All the 
Democrats voted in the aflirmative, and with 
them these Republicans: Barager, Coggeshall, 
Fassett, Hendricks, Hoysradt, Low, McMillan, 
Marvin, Pitts, Raines, Vedder, Walker, and 
} Worth, ; 
An attempt was made by the Republicans in 
the Assembly to pass over Gov. Hill’s veto the 
bill appropriating $690,000 for continuing work 
} on the Capitol. Mr. Kruse brought up the bill, 
saying he hoped the Democrats would now show 
their sympatiay for the workingmen, whom they 
had so often talked of, by passing tbe bill and 
reinstating the men thrown out of employment 
on the Capitol. Messrs. Cantor, Haggerty, Suce-

han, McClelland, and Groene ali took part in 
warding off the criticigm which they knew would 
be aroused by the refusal of the Democrats 
to pass the bill over the veto. Messrs. Ains- 
worth, Babcock, Batcheller, Howe, McCarthy, 
and Platt spoke for Mr. Kruse’s motion.

tained. There will be no work upon the Capitol 
for a full year in consequence of Goy, Hill's 
course in vetoing the appropriation. 

The usual resolutions complimenting the pre- 
Siding officers and employes of both houses were 
adopted. The usual committees were appointed 
notifying the Governor and each house that 
the adjournment was at hand, The Senate ad- 
journed, leaving its committee, composed of 
Senators Fassett and Cullen, in a ridiculous 
position. The committee had been selected to 
give the Assembly the usual notice of adjourn- 
ment. That body was in the midst of its closing 
scenes. and Mr. Cantor was in the chair. The 
committee waited for recognition till it learned 
that the Senate had adjourned, when it turned 
disgustediy fromthe chamber, refusing to de- 
liver the message intrusted to it. 

In moving the resolution eulogistic of Speaker 
Husted, Mr. Sheehan, in behalf of the Demo- 
cratic minority, said:

When the applause had subsided Speaker Hus- 
ted stepped back to his chair and made a re- 
sponse, in which he outlined the work of the 
Legislature.

interests of the workingmen of the State, 
organized as well as unorganized, have 
been the object of sedulous care and earnest 
attention. HKyery effortthat legislative skill could de- 
vise has been put forth to meet their just demands, 
and with reguits retiecting honor on both Senate and 
Assembly. ‘the Child Labor bill, a measure ae beneti- 
cent as it is philanthropic, has received your cordial 
indorsement. The Arbitration bi), as wise and eco- 
nomic as it is just and effective, bas secured legislative 
approval. The poor debtor languishing in Lualow- 
Street Jail, bereft of hope and dying of despair, raises 
his hands to heaven and calls you biessed. ‘othe city 
of New-York you have presented the long wished for 
boon of a separation of municipa) from Federal and 
State elections, and have accorded to the voters 
of the metropolis the opportunity to achieve 
an absolute regeneration and reformation 
of the City Goveynment, Your investination 
of Aldermanic methods has for. the first time in 
the history of the State established the judicia! deter- 
mination that legislative bribery is a crime and can 
be punished at the hands of a jury. The great cor- 
porate interests of the state have sufiered no detri- 
ment. The agricultural and dsiry departments have 
been bountifully supplied with the means necessary tor 
their maintenance. ‘The legisiation for the forest 
lands has been prudent and conservutive. It is to be 
regrettea that the appropriation for continuing the 
work on the Capitol met with the disapproval of the 
Executive.

He was al- 
Ways a stanch friend and follower of 
John Kelly, and ever an enemy of Daniel Man- 
ning ana Goy. Cleveland. Mr. Purcell was in 
Albany yesterday in consultation with Gov.

Mr. Purcell has-most de- | 
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sired is that of Railroad Commissioner, and the 
failure of Mr. Cleveland to recognize his claims 
was one of the causes that ied ‘to his 
bitter denunciation of the Governor prior 
to his nomination for the Presidency 
and for a considerable veriod after that 
event. The friends of Gov. Hill are 
indiscreet enough to say that his nomination is 
a siap purposely given to Mr. Cleveland and the 
Manning wing of ‘the party. The friends of the 
President remember that ‘moral leper’? was 
the phrase coined by Mr. Purcell and hurled at 
him. Mr. Purcell was defeated by Gen. Carr in 
the race for the office:f Secretary ot State in 
1881. Inthe campaign of 1884 Mr. Purcell re- 
tired from the management of the Union rather 
than support Mr. Cleveland. 

Gilbert Robertson, Jr., was long the Postmas- 
ter of Troy, and only recently gave way to a 
Democrat. His selection is attributed to ex- 
Mayor Edward Murphy, of Troy, between whom 
andthe Republican managers of that city the 
best of relations have always been maintained. ,, 

Fiorence F. Donovan: is a printer of New- 
York, and is Secretary of the political branch of 
the State Trades Assembly. Notice is here- 
with givan to Judge Robertson that he is to be 
“sat upon” asthe Republican member of that 
commission, a little knot of labor representa- 
tives, of which George Blair was a central 
figure, having decided upon this at an informal 
meeting this afternoon in an Albany chophouse. 
The salary of the Commissioners is $8,000, and 
their term of office is one vear. 

For members of the Prison Labor Reform 
Commission the Governor nominated William 
Bookstaver, a Democrat of Dunkirk, of Cha- 
tauqua County; George Blair, Democrat, of 
New-York, and Enos W. Barnes, Republican, of 
Wellsville, Alleghany County. William Book- 
staver bas for years been at the head of 
the Democratic organization of Chatauqua 
County. He is a purely local _ poiliti- 
cian, and is unknown outside his district. 
George Biair is too well known to New-Yorkers 
to require any special description. He is a box- 
maker, whese demonstrations in the cause of 
labor have come to be regarded as those of a 
demagogue. He is Treasurer of the political 
branch of the State Trades Assembly, and was 
active io manipulating workiugmen’s con- 
ventions for Gov. Hill last year. He 

anxious to be sent to the Assem- 
bly, _and Gov. Hill made a trip to 
New-York during the last campaign for the 
purpose of securing him the nomination for As- 
sembly in the Battery district. ‘tne County 
Democrats declined to throw their candidate 
overboard, and the Governor got Blair the Tam- 
many nomination. DVamiel Finn, of the County 
Democracy, took the field against him and was 
elected by a very large majority, Blair is ree 
garded a6 a professional agitator. 

The only member of the commission whose 
intellicence and judgment can be relied upon is 
Enos W. Barnes, editor of the Wellsville Reporter, 
one of the sprightiiest_ Republican newspapers 
in the southern tier. Senator Fassett is credited 
with having secured Mr. Barnes’s nomination, in 
return for services rendered in procuring the con- 
firmation of William L, Muller as Jude of the 
Court of Claims, a position which in his case car- 
ries with it the privilege of being privy coun- 
cilor to; the Governor, The nomination of Mr. 
Robertson as Arbitration Commissioner was a 
recognition of the servicesoft Troy Republicans 
in also aiding in the confirmation of Judge Mul- 
ler. The salary of the Prison Commissioner is 
$3,000. 

Kor Factory Inspector under the provisions of

James Connelly, Democrat, of New-York, and

These two gentlemen, together with 
Messrs. Blair and Donovan, constitute the lead- 
ing spirits of the political branches of the 
Trades Assembly. John Franuey is its 
Chairman, and James Connelly is a mem- 
ber of its Executive Committee. All four are 
prominent members of the Knights of Labor, 
With waom the Governor hopes to do a tlour- 
ishing business in carrying out his political 
schemes tor tne future, Mr. Connelly is 45 years 
ot awe, and has been a resident of New-York 
since 1845. For turee years he was President of 
the Workingmen’s Assembly. By trade heisa 
painter. His shrewdness and experience led to 
his nomination as the spokesman oft the labor 
interests in all matters of legislation. Hs duties 
have kept him at tho capital all Winter, Mr, 
Vraney is a printer and edits the Buffalo Sunday 
“ruth. 

The Governor made some other nominations 
of a minor character. Thomas B. Green, Demo- 
crat, of Syracuse, was nominated Commissioner 
for the Onondaga Indians. For Trustees of 
Washington’s Headquarters at Newburg Peter 
Ward and James Grabam Jenks were renomi- 
nated. The Republican Senators took a recess 
for 10 minutes, and after returning from their 
caucus they confirmed the whole batch of nom- 
inees. 

Vhe Reilly Telephone bill passed the Senate, 
and was immediately sent to the Assembly. Of 
course it received no consideration in the House 
while the Assembly remained together. It was 
formally referred to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, and, with a lot of other measures which 
were aiso dead, it was turned over to the Clerk 
after the adjournment. 

The effort tosbed lustre upon the Raines fam- 
ily by investigating Tar TIMss’s correspondent 
tor criticising the boid manner in which Sen- 
ator John Raines stole through the Senate an 
important bill involving millions of dol- 
lars and the water front of Siaten and Long 
Isiands has proved an utter failure. The 
Committee on Privileges and Elections, of 
which his friend Senator Vedder is 
a member, was designated by Senator 
Raines as the body to investigate’ this 
so-called malicious and scandalous attack upon 
the Senator. Sundry references to the Hevised 
Statutes and ferocious declarations as to im- 
prisonment tor contempt of the honorable Sen- 
ate were contained in the resolution arraigning 
the writer of the article which had imperiled 
the passage of the Senator’s bill. A majority of 
the committee declined to consult the Stat- 
utes or to impute any unworthy motive to the 
writer. The committee’s report was submitted 
by Senator Smith to-day. The Senate adopted 
it with an indifference that was amusing to the 
spectators, but which must bave been mortify- 
ing to anybody seeking vindication. The com- 
mittee cited very fully the evidence showing that 
Senators had voted for Mr. Kaines’s unprinted bill 
without knowing its importance, so thoroughly 
unenlightened bad they been kept by their honor- 
able associate. The committee’s conclusions 
were that the newspaper criticism had been 
written in good faith and without malice, and 
that the correspondent had probable cause to 
believe that his statements were true. The 
sources Of this information were conceded to be 
reliable and truthtul. This was thought- 
tul and kind, considering that the in- 
tormation upon which the artielo was 
based was furnished by a member of the 
committee itself, whom the Raines brothers 
placed upon the witness stand, and whom they 
compelled to give testimony to that effect. The 
committee dignifiedly asserted, for want of a 
stronger word whose use would be justified by 
the evidence, that tue writer had been “ incau- 
tious,” but it found nothing that would justify 
his punishment for contempt of Senatorial 
powers and privileges. 

From this last conclusion Senator Vedder dis- 
sented. The logical couclusion of the investiga- 
tion, he maintained,jin bebaif of hislfriend Raines, 
was that the penalty of censure should be in- 
flicted. His two associates, Senators Smith and 
Trapbagen, however, viewed the matter differ- 
ently. It would be exceedingly uncharitable, 
perhaps, to voice the impression so general 
around the Senate Chamber, that the acts 
otf the wrong man had been investigated. 
Tbe history of the préparation of this 
report reflects no particular credit upon the 
three or four persons who egged the investiga- 
tionon. Senator Vedder submitted to Chair- 
man Smith a report, whose author is reported 
to be Counselor George Raines, in which malice 
was imputed to the correspondent, and his ex- 
pulsion from tbe floor was demanded, 
This was rejected by the other two 
members of the committee, and a compro- 
mise was the resuit an that portion 
of the report drawn by Senator Smith and re- 
flecting upon Senator Raines’s method of passing 
his bill was stricken out. The committee is cer- 
tainly entitled to the sincere thanks of Senator 
Raines. The moral that would seem to be point- 
ed is that legislative censors of the press should 
make sure of their footing before entering the 
field of newspaper investigation.

-OR CUT THE RATES? 

AN IMPORTANT’ QUESTION’ TO BE DECIDED 
TO-DAY—WAR UPON THE HUNTINGTON 
SYSTEM PROBABLE,

the Central Traffic Association is to be held at: 
Commissioner Fink's office to-day. Rates on 
east-bound freights from Chicago are in a terri 

bl; demoralized condition owing to the compe- 
tition both by the lakes and canal by the part 
water routes and by the roundabout all rail 
routes, the latter made up of roads not in the 
Central Traffic Association, and not held by the 
rates fixed jointly by the trunk line pooland 
the Central Traffic Association. To this com- 
petition both by water and rail the West- 
ern roads attribute in part the recent falling 
off of about 75 per cent. in the Eastern freight 
shipments as compared with the volume of 
business done a year ago. Shipments by all 
routes have been much less by reason of the 
Talling off in business, due in part to the de- 
crease in grain exports andthe unsettled con. 
dition of affairs resulting from the strikes and 
labor troubles in the lumber district, as well as 
in manufacturing localities of the West and 
Southwest. The complaints from the roada in 
the Central Association are not so much at 
the lack of the gross amount of ship- 
ments East as to the loss of the pro- 
portion of such shipments as would nat- 
urally fall to them to carry, provided 
they could enter into active competition with 
roads outside of the association. As rates are 
now made by the * outsiders” they manage to 
obtain the bulk of the shipmentsof all freights 
where speed in transportation, making neces- 
sary a delivery at a specified time, is not an 
absolute necessity. So the association and pool 
roads find their business limited toa great ex- 


tent to freights where-a speedy delivery is a ne- 
cessity. So numerous have been the complaints 
from the association roads, and so urgent their 
demand for relief of some kind from this stag- 
gering opposition, that to-day’s meeting was 
called to discuss the situation and, if possible, 
to devise some method of relief for the com- 
plaining roads, , 
Just what means may be devised to meet their 
demand is stilla problem, Commissioner fink 
believes first in trying to induce the outside 
roads to enterthe association, or, if this cannot 
be done, to at least agree to maiutain the rates 
under which the association is working. If 
this cannot be done, then what the railroad men 
term the boycott may betried more extensively 
then it has yet been. This boycott is to be 
simply a refusal by the trunk lines to pro- 
rate in any business with roads which do not 


strictly maintain schedule rates as flxed by Com- 
missioner Blanchard. By roundabout routes, 
part water and part rail, the effectiveness of this 
boycott may be impared, if not made of abso- 
lutely no effect. In case the rate cutting roads 
cannot be induced to come into an 
amicable arrangement for maintenance of 
rates, the plan now outlined, and the one which 
will be exhaustively discussed to-day, is the 
very effective one of fighting fire with fire; that 


is, of making a new schedule whenever it may 
be necessary in order to meet the rates made 
by the outsiders working in conjunction with 
the Chesapeake nd Ohio and tbe otner Hunt- 
ington lines. This plan, which will undoubt- 
edly be agreed upon, will, it is thought by the 
officers of the trunk jine pool and the associa- 
tion who yesterday discussed the matter in- 
tormally, bring business back to the complain- 


ing roads. hey base their belief principally 
upon the idea that at the same tariff shippers 
will prefer to send their freights over the trunk 
lines and their direct connections rather than 
by the roundabout routes, so as to save time in 
reaching their destination. 

In connection with the trouble existing among 
the Central Traftic Association roads comes from 
Onicago the story that the Central Trafic Asso- 
ciation people are so dissatisfied with the present 
state of affairs that they propose toabandon their 
association scheme and ask for a return to the 
old plan under which they formerly worked, 
known as the Joint Executive Committee. Com- 
missioner Fink yesterday stated that no such 
plan bad been broached, and tbat, so far as he 
knew, there was no immediate danger of a dls- 
ruption of the Central Traffic Association. No 
proposition for a revival of the Joint Executive 
Committee had been made, and there was no 
prospect of its again being restored to life. 

European steamship lines are much interested 
in the outcome of this meeting, as the 
present diversion of freights to the Huntington 
system and the roads working in connection 
with it have materially affected their freight. 
Foreign shipments from Chicago have been di- 
verted to a considerable extent to the Southern 
seaboard. From Newport News particularly 
large quantities of wheat and ojl are being 
shipped to European ports in “tramp” steamers 
at charter rates much below those which the 
Steamship Association’s lines can afford to make 
or are allowed to make under their agreement 
as to rates. Nothing but a return of business to 
the trunk lines can afford them the increase in 
business the steamship lines desire, and they are 
therefore anxious to see the railroads at once 
put their rates at such figures as will make them 
actve competitors for through business tor this 
port.

THE CENTRAL’S STATEMENT. 

Wali-street’s chief subject for comment 
and discussion yesterday was the quarterly re- 
port of the New-York Central Railroad Com- 
pany. It was disappointing to the great major- 
ity of people, though insiders having advance 
information had discounted its bad features far 


enough to prevent anything like a stampede in 
the market price of the stock, The closing 
quotationon Wednesday night before the report 
became public property was 10054, from which at 
the opening yesterday there was an abrupt de- 
cline to 994%, but manipulation forced a quick 
recovery, and the price was put slightly above 
par again, closing at 1005 bid. The disappoint- 
ment over the report was emphasized by the 
tact that the quarter ending March 31 should 
naturally make the best showing for the year, 
while the official figures only give an earned 
dividend of three-quarters of 1 per cent., ora 
maximum of 3 per cent. per yeas. 

People who have closely analyzed the New- 
York Central figures find the burden of the 
West Shore Company shown in the fact that the 
amount applicable to dividends for the March 
quarter was only about halt of what was ap- 
plicable to dividends in the December quarter. 

‘ne gross earnings of the West Shore and the 
New-York Central increased $465,600 in its 
March quarter over the December quarter, 
while operating expenses increased $621,152 and 
fixed charges $459,000, making a net loss of $614,- 
652 


The Lake Shore quarterly stajement, which 
shows a surplus of $337,497 after paying operat- 
ing expenses and fixed charges, against a sur- 
pilus of $671,215 for the corresponding quarter of 
1885, was discussed yesterday in its relation to 
the Nickel Piate Company, for which it must 
soon become responsible. Assuming that the 
Lake Shore can take care of al! the Nickel! Plate 
debts, with $25,000,000 5 per cent. bonds, the 
statements of the two companies combined make 
ashowing for the quarter ending March 31 of 
$4,453,866 grossearnings and $2,826,090 operating 
expenses, leaving net earnings amounting to 
$1,627,276, from which fixed eharges of $1,370,158 
being provided for, there is left a balance of 
$257,118 applicable to Lake Shore dividends, or 
about one-half of 1 per cent. 

An incident that provoked comment in Wall- 
street yesterday was the appearance in the mar- 
ket of 100 shares of New-York Central Railroad 
stock, issued in two 650-share lotg in August, 
1872, nearly 14 years ago, since which time they 
have not once changed hands until yesterday.

A NEW READING COAL.OUTLET. 
_ PHILADELPHIA, May 20.—It is now stated 
“that the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company 
will not turn over its New-York traffic to the 
Wilmington and Northern, at Wilmington, to 
be shipped via Birdsborough to New-York over 
the Reading. The recent negotiations that have 
been pending are to permit the Reading 
to ship anthracite coal to the South by 
rail, instead of being confined to water ship- 
ments, as at present. A tripartite tratiic agree- 
ment has been drawnup by the Reading, the 
Baltimore and Ohio, and the Wilmington and 
Northern Railroad, and it 1s said to have been 
tormally signed and sealed by the parties thereto. 

By this agreement anthracite coal will be 
sbipped from Schuylkillhaven to Rirdsborough 
over the Reading, thence to Wilmington, 68 
miles distant, over the Wilmington anda North- 
ern, and thence over the Baltimore and Ohio to 
Baltimore, Washington, and all points on that 
road and its connections. This will give the 
Reading an outlet into the South by rail 
and will obviate the necessity of bring- 
ing the coal to Port Richmond and shipping 
it by vessels to those points attainable under 
the new arrangement by the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad, although some shipments may 
still be made by water. It is believed that by 
reason of the short haul and the need of only 
handling the @oal once that it can be shipped 
from Schuylkillhaven much cheaper by rail 
than by vessel. This will make sharp competi- 
tion with the Pennsylvania Railroad coal at 
Southern points.

THE TRIAL OF MAXWELL, 
IDENTIFYING THE PRISONER AS PRELLER’S 
MURDERER, 


Sr. Louis, Mo., May 20.—As the Maxwell 
ease procceeds the interest in the prisoner 
and his probable fate increases. Several 
prominent clergymen were present at the 
court this morning, as were also a large 
number of ladies, and these, together with the | 
many other spectators, packed the room to | 
the doors. The first witness was a barber, | 
John B. Armo, doing business at No. 15 North 
Broadway, near the Southern Hotel. Maxwell 
came to his shop between 6 and 7 o’clock on the 
evening of April 6, 1885. His hair and beard were | 
both very long, and he asked to have the | 
former trimmed, and the latter sbaved off. | 
‘The barber did this and Maxwell then asked | 
him if he could recognize nim tien if be had | 
known bim when his hair and beard were Iaqng. | 
Witness told him that such a thing would be im- 
possible, and Maxwell seemed pleased at his an- | 
ewer. 

Frederick Bieger, a trunkmaker, testified that | 
the prisoner had bought from him a_canvas- 
covered trunk and packing case on Monday, 
April6. In paying for them he drew from his 
inner coat pocket a large roll of bills, 
composed mostiy of large denominations. | 
Some time later in the day, he returned to the 
store and bought two Jarge trunk straps. The | 
straps taken from around the trunk in which | 
Prelier’s body was found were brought in and 
identified by the witness as those suld to the 
prisoner. he witness was sbown two 
trunk boards found in the packing case and 
asked if they were parts of the tray. He said 
they were not, but were pieces of 
top of another trunk, the packing case 
had no tray. The zine trunk in which 
Preller’s body was found was brought 
before the witness, who was asked to teil, as an 
expert, whether the tray bad ever belonged in 
it. The witness answered it bad. The point 
was an important one, as the tray and partition 
were found in the packing case. 

William Frain, a Southern Hote) porter, rec- 
oguized the trunks (bought from Lieger) as | 
those he had carried to the_ prisoner’s 
room on the same day they were 
bought. When he entered the rooms the 
zinc trunk was in the middie of the 
floor and clothes were scattered about and 
heaped in piles. He lifted one end of the 
zine trunk to see if it was packed, and 
thought its weight—170 or 180 pounds-a 
heavy weight for a’ trunk of that size. 
The occupant of the room, the prisoner, ordered 
bim totake down the canvas-covered trunk. 
Witness asked him if be was going to take the

other trunks,and the defendant answered no, 
he was going to be back in in adayor two. 


Witness carried it down to the office, where Max- | 


well ordered him to place it on the omnibus 
which was going to the Vandalia depot. Max- 
well cot in the bus and was driven away. That 
was the last time witness saw the defendant. 

Charlies Bieger, proprietor of a trunk store, 
described how he had been called to the 
Southern Hotel the day the body was found; 
how he had opened the trunk containing the 
body, and what appearance and condition the 
latter was in and bow it lay in the trunk. 

J. A. W. Fernow, owner of a drug store on 
the corner of Fifth and Market streets, one 
block from the Southern Hotel, recognized the 
cefendant as Maxweli; saw himin his store sev- 
eral times prior to and on Easter Sunday. 
About 1 P.M. on Easter Sunday he came iuto 
store and purchased four ounces of 
ebloroform and some carbolic acid, and 
after a littie chat he went away. Wit- 
mess saw defendant again about 5 P. M., 
when he returned to the store and asked for 
another four-ounce bottie of chloroform: wit- 
ness had only about that quantity left, and gave 
him only two ounces; detendant objected to this 
saying he wanted four ounces or all, wit- 
ness had, but he took the two ounces, 
and after tearing the wet Jabel from 
the bottie with the remark that he being a doc- 
tor, labels were unneces-ary, left the store in 
great haste. He had previousiy stated that he 
was in a egreat hurry, and insisted that 
be should be waited on quickly. On cross- 
examination witness stated that when 
iefendant came to the store the second time he 
said he had accidentally knocked over his first 
bottle of chloroform, spilled the contents, and 
wanted another supply as quickly as possibly; he 
iid not appear to be excited, only ina hurry.

THE LAST PENALTY PAID. 
LOUIS WILLET HANGED FOR THE MURDER 
OF EDWARD KELLAND, 

Roxpovr, N. Y¥., May 20.—At 9:15 o’clock 
this morning Louis Willet, alias Charles Crosby, 
suffered the extreme penalty of the law in the 
Ulster County Jail, at Kingston, for the murder 
of Edward Keliand on the evening of Jan. 7%, 
1884, on John-street, this city. He died easily. 
His victim suffered for days, and expired in 
great agony. Willet passed his last bours on 
earth ina cell, the window of which is directly 
opposite the building in which the murder was de- 
liberately planned and perpetrated in cold blood. 
His last hours were probably the best he ever 


the 





spent. Everything was done for his comfort. 
Christian people and ministers of the Gospel 
prayed with him, and every reasonable request 
that he made was granted, 
Rev. Fathers Gleason and Fitzsimmons arrived 
at the jail and held religious services in Willet’s 
cel], Willet was neatly attired in a new black 
suit of clothes purchased the day before, The 
Rev. Father Gleason celebrated mass, and the 
Rev. Father Fitzsimmons acted as sponsor 
for him. After the services two Sisters 
from St. Mary’s Academy, Rondout, visited 
Willet in his celi and cheered him with words of 
comfort. At8:10 o’clock Deputy Sheriff Roach 
took in Wiliet’s breakfast. It consisted of beef- 
steak, fried eggs, tried potatoes, anda cup of 
coffee. Willet did not care to eat, and, after 
drinking the cup of coffee, the food was carried 
out of thecell. Deputy Sheriff Dumond then 
entered the ceil and read the death warrant. 


The usual questions were asked, and Willet said | 


he bad nothing to say. He remained cool and 
collected while the death warrant was being 
read to him, not a muscle of his face moving. 


At 6:50 o’clock the | 


| along time—being idle. 





At 9:10 o’clock tne noise in the corridor where | 
the gallows stood was hushed. Willet, guarded | 
by the officers and accompanied by the Rev, 
Fathers Dougherty and Gleason, emerged from 
the cell. All eyes were riveted on the cCon- 
demned man, who marched witha firm step to 
the gallows with the noose hanging around his 
neck. Nothing unusual was noticed in his ap- 
pearance except that he was a trifle pale. With 
steady steps he advanced tothe fatal spot and 
haited directly under the dangling rope. He did 
mot have to betold to put his hands be- 
hind his back to have them handcuffe). 
He did that voluntarily. When his feet and 
hands bad been tied and the noose properly ad- 
justed the priests commenced the religious cere- 
monies. Willet listened attentively to every 
word that was said. At exactly 9:15 o’clock the 
tripping line was pulled, and the lever with Wil- 
let on the end opposite flew up. and the soul of 
Kellana’s slayer was sentto its Maker. Willet’s 
neck was broken and his pulse stopped beating 
four minutes from the time the trap was sprung. 
Atthe end of that time life was pronounced ex- 
tinct by the physicians, The body was allowed 
to hang a few minutes, when it was cut down 
and carried back to the cell. 

After the arop felt Willet hardiy moved a 
ynuscle, only aslight tremor being observed to 
pass over his body, His pulse beats averaged 
from 100 to 140 per minute until the end of four 
minutes, when it fluttered and ceased. Yester- 
day Willet wrote to an uncle that he was going 
to die game. He made no confession. The body 
will be sent to his mother at Chicopee Falls, 
Mass., to-night. 

Wher Willet was first placed in the Ulster 
County Jail some one gave him a black and 
white spotted kitten 8 daysold. He fed it with 
a spoon until it was able to feed itself. He 
taughtit all sorts of tricks,ana it remained his 
inseparable companion during his long term of | 
Imprisonment, Last night Willet took the cat 
upin his armsand caressed it fondly, He said 
§{t was the most faithful fmend he had. When 
he placed it on the floor and turned his face to 
the wail] his eyes were moistened. He asked 
feelingly that the cat be taken goodcare of after 
his death, which was the only sign of emotion

PHILADELPHIA. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 20.—The second 
day’s proceedings of the Convention of the 


| Catholic Young Men’s National Union began in 
| the foyer of the Academy at 10:30 o'clock 


this morning. After the reading of a 
number of papers Archbishop Ryan made a 
short address.

A FATHER’S HORRIBLE CRIME, 
HE POISONS HIS YOUNG SON AND THEN 
ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 
GREENFIELD, Mass., May 20.—A. tragedy 
occurred in the quiet village of Deerfield last 
night by which the home of a once respected 
farmer is broken up. Eugene Taylor has for 15 
years been a hard-working farmer at Deerfield, 
bas carried on various farms on shares, and 
worked out among the farmers, and everywhere 
was considered a trustworthy hand. Of late he 
has carriea on a farm with his brother-in-law, 
McDowell, a new-comer to that town, hailing 
from Moor's Junction, N. Y. The other day they 
had a dispute, which resulted in McDowell 
withdrawing histeam from the farm, leaving 
Taylor without a horse with which to carry on 
his farm work. Taylor's wife sided with her 
brother, and Taylor, naturally of a despondent 
disposition, became decidedly morose. Yester- 
day afternoon he came to Greenfield, bought 
five grains of strychnine at a local drug store, 
saying he wanted it to poison a dog. Going 
home last evening, he called his little boy to him 
about 7 o’clock and gave him a quantity of 
candy to eat. The child ate heartily, and no one 
of the family knew Taylor had loaded the candy 
heavily with strychnine until about half an hour 
aiter the child had eaten it. He was then 
seized with conyu!sions, and died at 9 o’clock in 
horrible agony. Seeing that be had succeeded 
in his attempt to kill his child Taylor then at- 
tempted suicide by taking a beavy dose of the 
poison himself. He was made sick, but by vig- 
orous exertions the physician saved his life. 


| This morning early, while in bed, he took a jack- 


knife from his pocket and cut his tnroat from 
ear to ear, but before he could finish the deed he 
was discovered and the knife was taken away. 
News of the tragedy spread quickly, and at 10 
o’clock this morping Taylor was arrested for 
murder and removed to the county jail at 
Greenfield. He was arraigned for murdering 
his child and held tor examination. 

The cause of the trouble is to some extent 
shrouded in mystery. Taylor says he was tired 
of life and wished to end it and take his child 
with him, attributing the act to despondency and 
family troubles. The boy was a bright little 
fellow not quite three years old, and was the 
only child of the family. Taylor’s crime is a 
great surprise to the farmers in that section, who 
say he is the last person they would believe capa- 
ble of suchacrime. His wife is prostrated with 
grief,

A MASONIC QUARREL. 

Cnicaeo, May 20.—The Grand Lodge 
Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of Illinois is 
in a quarrel with the Grand Lodge of England 
for intervening between the latter and her 
sister of Quebec over a question of terri- 
torial jurisdiction.

A LADY PICKED UP AT SEA, 





THE EXTRAORDINARY STORY TOLD BY MISS 
LOUISE JOURNEAUX. 

St. Jonn’s, Newfoundland, May 20.— 
From St. George’s Bay, on the west coast of 
Newfoundland, comes the following extraor- 
dinary story: ‘*A French vessel arrived here 
yesterday from Saint Malo, bound to Port au 
Choix. She came for the purpose of landing 
Miss Louise Journeaux, who was picked up 
from an open boat at sea, about 20 miles off the 
Island of Jersey. The lady, with a gentleman 
named Farne, went boating on Sunday evening, 
April 18, after leaving church. While rowing, 
her companion 1@ one oar slip, and in at- 
tempting to recover it lost the other. Be- 
ing a good swimmer he instantly jumped 
overboard to recover. the oar, The 
wind meantime was freshening, and there 
Wasa strong current setting from the land. 
The boat fast drifted beyond his reach, and he 
was compelled eitnertoswim for the land or 
sink, Miss Journeaux, alone in the boat, drifted 
to sea. The boat almost filled with water, and 
for 40 hours she livedin agony. At length she 
was rescued by the French vessel, on board of 
which she was kindly cared for by the Captain 
and officers. The violent off-shore wind pre- 
vented the Frenchman from reaching Jersey, 
and the lady was carried acrossthe Atlantic to 
Newtoundland. Farne reached St. Hilaires 
Harbor safely, but his story was disbelieved. 
People from the shore affirmed that they heard 
cries of murder from sea. Farne was arrested 
and indicted for homicide. His tiberation is of 
course certain, Miss Journeaux having cabled 
her miraculous escape,”

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FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE NAVY. 
REDUCTIONS MADE IN THE ESTIMATES BY 
THE NAVAL COMMITTEE, 


WASHINGTON, May 20,—The House Committee 
on Naval Affairs to-day practically completed the 
Naval Appropriation bil}, and will probably be re- 
ported to the House to-morrow. The bill appropriates 
about $11,750,000, while the estimates submitted by the 
Navy Department contemplated an expenditure of 
$30,436,857, The appropriation for the current fiscal 
year is $15,020,705. The striking discrepancy between 
the appropriation for the next year and the estimates 
of the department is explained by the fact that all of 
the items included in the estimates for new con- 


struction, aggregating $14,816,368, ara omitted 
from the uppropriation bill, as they form the 
substance of the special bill for the new naval estab- 
lishment already reported by the committee. The 
following are the principal items of appropriation 
made in thenew bill: For pay of the navy, $6,512,707, 
a reduction of $816,380 as compared with the estimates, 
and of $627,073 as compared with the appropriation 
for the present year. Miscellaneous, $223,0U0, a reduc- 
tion of $44,000 as compared with the estimates, and of 
$15,000 with the appropriation for the present year, 
3ureau of Navigation, $87,500, 4 reduction of $42,000 
as compared with the estimates, and the same 
as thé appropriation for the current year. Bureau 
of Ordnance, $228,204; the estimates were $1,388,254, 
und contempiated expenditures for new armament for 
six vessels, modern secondary batteries, and small 
arms for the navy, the purchase of a proving ground, 
and automobdile torpedoes and a torpedo boat, none of 
which are in this bill: the appropriation for the pres- 
ent year is $335,000. Bureau of Equipment and Re- 
cruiting, $549,800; the estimates were $968,894, and 
included an appropriation for plant at the Washington 
Navy Yard; the appropriation for the current year is 
$854,000. Bureay of Yards and Docks, $341,601; the 
estimates were $505,420, (the orincipal cut be- 
ing in the ttems of general maintenance and the 
Naval Asylum at Philadetphia,) and the appropriation 
forthe present yenr ts $244,000. Bureau or Medicine 
and Surgery, $120,000; the estimates were $155,000, und 
the uppropriation for the eurrent year $125,000. 
Bureau of Provision and Clothing, $1,238,585; the 
estimates were $1,820,984. and the appropriation for 
the current year $1,141,000. Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, $1.04.050, (including $380,000 for « schoo!- 
ship at Philadelphia, to be fitted out in the dis- 
eretion of the Secretary;) the estimates were 
£2,053,358, and the appropriation fer this year

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VARIOUS LABOR TROUBLES. 
—_—---. 
STRIKES IN TAILORS’ SHOPS—DEMANDS OF' 
THE FDISON MACHINE MEN, 

The trouble between the tailor contract- 
ors and the United Tailors’ Union has not yet 
been settled, and the contractors complain of 
extortions practiced upon them by the leaders 
of the union. The members of the contractors’ 
Executive Committee, who yesterday met at No. 
412 Grand-street, said that the men began agitat- 
ing last January, and ordered strikesin various 
shops, sometimes for an advance of wages and 
at'other times because an objectionable workman 
had béen discharged. Then the leaders of the 
union would send for the contractors and offer 
to settie on condition that the strikers were 
paid for the time that they were on strike, and 
that the contractor should, in adcition, pay a 
fine of from $10 to $100, according to the amount 
of busiuess done. The contractor generally 
yielded. In February the contractors reorgan- 
ized there association and tried to come to a defi- 
nite understanding with the Tailors’ Union, but 
did not succeed, and various demands have since 
been made. ‘The contractors say they are will- 
ing to recognize the unions, but are tired of 
thelr unreasonable demands, There are strilres 
at present in 25 shops, and the contractors 
threaten that if the strikers do not return to 
work within 48 hours they avill close al! their 
shops. 

The men employed at the Edison Machine 
Works, at No. 104 Goerck-street, in this city, 
and at Nos, 18 to 24 Bridge-street, Brooklyn, wha 
struck on Monday morning, ere stiliour. The 
shops yesterday were almost deserted. Superin- 
tendent W. M. McDouyall said that the demands 
of the nnion were: Ten hours’ pay for nine 
hour’s work: 50 per cent. extra for done 
from 6 to 8 o’clock P. M., and 
for work after that hour; the disc 
of all non-union men; the substitution 
of day work for piece work, and thet one 
man should attend to only one machine instead 
of to three or four, as heretofore. The Directors 
were willing to give ten hours’ pay for nine 
hours’ work, and to grant the demands for extra 
pay for overwork, but refused to agree to the 
other conditions, on the ground that they could 
not do so without crippling the business of the 
company. Many of the men, it is said, have 
averaged from $35 to $40a week. Superintendent 
McDougall does not think the strikers will in- 
duce the electric light men to strike. 

The adoption of the eight-hour rule in cigar 
factories and tenement houses bas not been as 
satisfactory to the operatives, at least from a 
financial point of view, as they had expected, 
and it has also put many of the smaller manu- 
facturers to considerable inconvenience. I. 
Goldberg, ® cigur manufacturer of Grand- 
Street, said yesterday that tormerly a cigar- 
maker could make about 250 cigars a day. for 
which he was paid at the rate of from &7 50 to 
$10 per thousand. Since the adoption of the 
eight-hour rule they can make only 200 cigars a 
day, or 300 a week less than formerly. This hag 
reduced their earnings to an average of about 
$10 a week, Small manufacturers who have no 
room for anincrease in working force cannot 
make as many cigars as formerly, and that 
means a loss of trade.

The Senate Committee on Commerce is 
hard at work upon the House’s River and 
Harbor bill, and it is announced that its 
members have decided to add an appropri- 
ation for making a harbor at Sandy Bay, 
Massachusetts. The Sandy Bay appropria- 
tion was one of the most objectionable 
items in the bill reported one year ago. 
Even the House was unwilling to carry it, 
and it was thrown overboard by a vote of 
74 to 42. The proposed improvement at 
Sandy Bay would cost the snug little sum 
of $8,000,000, and $2,500,000 more would 
be required for lighting the har 
bor and building needed defenses. 
The engineers reported that it would 
be almost impossible to enter this 
proposed “harbor of refuge” in the 
night without going on the rocks, and 


that sailors would probably prefer to 
stand out to sea, The Senate committee 
may argue that if $3,000,000 is to be spent 
in making a channel at a place on the 
coast of Texas where there is no com- 
merce, Massachusetts ought to have 
$8,000,000 for a harbor of refuge in which,

sion it would be hardly possible to find a 
worse one for the purpose than that blatant 
agitator, GrorGE Buair. Fitness, how- 
ever, had nothing to do with the selection. 
It is the paymentof a political debt. The 
Factory Inspector ought certainly to be a 
man in full sympathy with the purpose 
of the new law, but he ought also to be a 
man of breadth and discretion. It is 
plainly intimated that each of the ap- 
pointments had a separate political pur- 
pose, that of PurcELL for Arbitration 
Commissioner being a slap at the Cleve- 
land-Manning Democrats. 


Nothing could be more tragic than the 
death of Mrs. GzorGr H. PENDLETON yes- 
terday in Central Park.

THE LEGISLATURE OF 1886. 

If the record of the Legislature which 
has just adjourned is not wholly discred- 
itable it is because it has been lashed by 
public opinion into doing a few good 
things and deterred by the same force 
from doing some of the worst that were 
proposed toit. An investigation ordered 
by the Senate of last year into the doings 
of the gas companies of this city disclosed 
such astate of things that the two houses 
were driven into the passage of remedial 
measures on that subject. The halting of 
another investigation of last year when 
confronted with allegations of corruption 


in connection with the Broadway Railroad 


franchise so aroused public sentiment as 
to impel a special inquiry into that mat- 
ter, which was so closely and persistently 
followed up with a demand for retribu- 
tion that the acts relating to that great 
corporate fraud were forced through. 


The demand for legislation which should 


promote reform and improvement in the 
administration of the municipal affairs of 
this city met with no earnest response. 


The bills having that object in view were 
utterly neglected until toward the close 


of the session. The bill relating to the 
Dock Department met with no strong 
political antagonism, and was put through 
in a shape more favorable to the poli- 


ticians specially interested in it than to 


the interests of the people. But measures 
of real reform were opposed by a com- 
bination of local politicians, includ- 
ing Republicans of the machine 
type and Tammany leaders, which 
seemed to be more potent with 


the legislators than all the advocates of 


good government, This combination not 
only exerted itself to defeat reform 
measures, but employed its agents to get 
through bilis calculated to increase its 
power to misgovern and to plunder the 
city. By its corrupt promises it got con- 
trol of the aqueduct and: distorted the 
bill for giving the Mayor full power to ap- 
point Excise Commissioners into the in- 
famous scheme for taking their appoint- 
ment out of his hands altogether. By an 
unanswerable exposure of its designs in 
the Bruns bill for increasing the power of 
the Commissioner of Public Works that 
particular scheme was frustrated, and 
finally there was wrenched through by 
main force the Spring Election and Alder- 
men bill, the one measure of real munic- 
ipal reform extorted from the Legislature. 

In the field of general legislation there 
was little but incompetency and bad faith 
exhibited from first to last. The im- 
perative necessity of doing something in 
regard to prison labor resulted only in a 
practical postponement of the task. The 
great questions pertaining to State 
finances, taxation, railroads, and canals, 
and even so comparatively simple a mat- 
ter as providing for a better system of 
recording and transferring titles to real 
estate, seemed to be beyond the capacity 
of the men gathered at Albany, intent on 
the petty objects of local legislation and 
small politics. 

There was comparatively little corrupt 
jobbery of the kind that has heretofore 
been productive of scandal, The oppor- 
tunity for it was restricted by the sensi- 
tive condition of the public mind on the 
subject. But on the other hand there 
seemed to be absolutely no disposition to 
do anything for the improvement of pub- 
lic affairs and the promotion of the inter- 
ests of the people. Everybody appeared 
to be swayed by partisan considerations 
of the narrowest and lowest kind. The 
majority in the Senate truckled to the 
corrupt Quarantine ring, and the Repub- 
licans of both houses weakly consented to 
the dirty work of JoHNn J. O'BRIEN and 
SHERIDAN SHOOK, in the belief or the 
hope that somehow party advantage 
might be got out of it. Both parties 
worked on the low theory that the pub- 
lic service was to be used as spoils and 
that patronage was the only source of 
sirongth, making no appeal to public con- 


fidence and no attempt to gain-credit by 


useful public measures. 

Just why the prevailing: sentiment in 
the Legislature should havebeen so sordid 
just at this time it is hard to explain, but 


it was-due in part to the fact that that. 


body was made up mainly of a low-order 


of men, themselves for the most part. 
petty politicians. It is hard to name more 4 


intelligent sense of public duty and the 
courage of conviction. If there was one 
such man it was JAMES WALLY, a Demo- 
crat of this city. Such men even as Pitts, 
SLoan, and Henpricks failed to stand up 
on every occasion and battle for the inter- 
ests of the people against the designs of 
corrupt politicians. They were several 
times swayed the wrong way by con- 
sideration of party interests. In the 
Assembly there was nobody with at once 
the capacity, the integrity, and the cour- 
age of a real leader. The Speaker had 
capacity and courage, but his integrity 
was not proof against the enticements of 
what looked like immediate party advan- 
tage, especially if immediate to himself. 
Half a dozen able, energetic, earnest, and 
honest men might have made the record 
different, but they were not in the Legis- 
lature of 1886. It will be surprising if 
the party responsible for the majority of 
that body does not suffer for its short- 
comings. 





THE BLAINE-NOONEY EXCISE BILL. 

SHERIDAN SHOOK, who is a brewer and 
an ardent Blaine man, was the most 
active lobbyist in support of the bill giving 
the appointment of the Excise Commis- 
sioners to President Noonry, of the Board 
of Aldermen. As a brewer Mr. SHOOR’S 
interest in the excise question is no doubt 
very great, but as a politician and a Blaine 
man it is much greater. ‘‘ We will con- 
trol these three Commissioners,”’ said he, 
in Albany, a week ago yesterday, ‘‘and 
will elect BLatng in 1888.” The day be- 
fore Mr. SHooK had sent the following 
telegraphic dispatch: 





ALBANY, May 12. 
To the Tribune, New-York City: 

The Excise bill will probably pass the Assem- 
bly to-morrow morning. Three Commissioners 
will be appointed under it,one a Republican, 
and nota Grace Republican, The bill will ma- 
terlally help the Republican Party, giving he- 
publican saloon keepers in the city the protection to 
which they are entitled, and will prevent the use 
of the department against us politically. 

SHERIDAN SHOOK, 

Sure enough the Excise bill did pass 


the Assembly the next morning. Mr. 
SHOoK knew what he was talking about. 
Wednesday night the bill passed the Sen- 
ate and it is now in the Governor’s hands, 
Associated with Mr. SHooK in support 
of the bill were our old friends Jacos Pa 
TERSON, JOHNNY O’BRIEN, BARNEY BiG- 
Lin, and Bop McCorp. A host of other 


politicians of like record joined in the 
effort to force the bill through, and after 
its passage by the Senate on Wednesday 
night they marched about the streets of 
Albany shouting ‘‘ Buaine! Buaine! 
James G. BLAINE !” in the good old cam- 
paign fashion, 


In 1880 Mr. SHoox went to the Chicago 


Convention and labored with might and 
main for Mr. BLAINEe’s’ nomination. 
O’BrRIEN, BIGLIN, McCorp, and the rest 
of the “‘ boys” were not Blaine men that 


year. Nor were they very zealous in sup- 
port of the magnetic candidate in 1884, 


The Republican leaders about the national 
headquarters distrusted them and feared 
treachery at their hands. But the 


“boys” will be for Mr, BLarng hence- 


forth, and particularly about two years 
from now, when Blaine delegates from 
New-York will be wanted. There is no 
other candidate who will attract the 
“‘boys” to his support, and BLAINE will 
be their man, first, last, and all the time, 
The Nooney Excise bill is only one of the 
numerous schemes by which the ‘*‘ boys” 
have been induced to link their political— 
that is their personal—fortunes with Mr. 
BLAINE’s. 

But it is not alone the support of the 


masters of the Republican machine in 
New-York City that Mr. BLainnr’s friends 
hope to obtain by this excise legislation. 
The rum sellers and the rum drinkers are 
directly appealed to by the bill, and every 
observant New-Yorker understands per- 


fectly well how under an Excise Commis- 
sion named by the Tammany President 
of the Board of Aldermen on the nom- 
ination of Mr. SHERIDAN SHOOK as a 
representative of the Blaine interests the 


liquor sellers can be made very effective 
workers before and after the nomination. 
The Blaine men of late have done some 
very deep thinking, and one result of 
their meditations is evidently the con- 
clusion that they must cut loose from 
the Prohibitionists and temperance peo- 
ple and join hands with the rum in- 
terest. The Prohibition vote is increas- 
ing year by year, and the party 
grows more and more defiant of 
the Republicans and less open to offers 
of an alliance. The Prohibition vote in 
New-York in 1884 was 24,999. Last year 
it was 80,867. In 1888 it may rise to 
50,000. These votes come from the Blaine 
ranks. Mr. BLAINE and his friends fore- 
see that if this loss is not made up defeat 
is certain, The Nooney Excise bill is one 
of the methods by which they hope to 
make up in liquor votes all that they lose 
in Prohibition votes.

THE FISHERIES BROIL, 


The fishermen of the New-England 
coast are naturally impatient that their 
quarrel is not taken up by the Govern- 
ment, and some of them are reported to 
have gone so far as to put arms upon their 
vessels with the intention of defending 
them from seizure. The Fish Exchange 
of Portland, at its meeting on Wednes- 
day, passed a series of resolutions map- 
ping out the course our Government 
ought to take, and to take right away. 
In the first place, the President ought by 
proclamation to declare non-intercourse 
with the Dominion of Canada in all mat- 
ters pertaining to the fisheries; secondly, 
he should send armed vessels into Eng- 
lish waters to protect American vessels; 
and, finally, if the Government refuse to 
take these extreme measures, the Ex- 
change resolved that they deemed it “‘ ex- 
pedient toarm and equip American fish- 
ing vessels for their own defense.” 

It is not at all improbable that:some of 
the larger fishing smacks might.be able to 
resist seizure by any of the Dominion 
cruisers they should meet. But it is 
highly improbable that either Great 
Britain or the United States would. permit

ceduro is war pure and simple, and nations 
nowadays do not go to war without some 
deliberation, and certainly not without 
th question at issue being passed upon 
by the national authorities That has 
not been done in this instance, though 
our dispatches show that the Administra- 
tion at Washington has taken a deter- 
mined stand in support of the rights 
of Ame ican fishermen, and when it 
has been done it is certain that it 
will be found to afford not the slight- 
est ground for serious quarrel, In 
its present condition the question is not 
by any means one to fight about, and the 
two nations concerned will not fight 
about it nor allow any of their citizens to 
do so for any length of time. Not only igs 
there nothing of national importance as 
yet developed that cannot be settled 
peacefully, but there is no certainty that 
the apparent position of Canada will be 
maintained after its grounds are carefully 
reviewed, or if it be maintained in the 
Dominion that Great Britain, which must 
decide after all, will sustain it, 

The position, so far as defined, of the 
Dominion authorities is that under the 
treaty of 1818 they have the right to pro- 
hibit American vessels from entering their 
ports for the purchase of bait, but it is 
doubtful whether they have this right, 
and it is quite plain that they have never 
enacted any definite legislation to enforce 
it. There is now before the Ottawa House 
of Commons a bill introduced by the Gov- 
ernment intended for this purpose, and if 
previous legislation covered the ground it 
is plain that this measure would not be 
brought forward. If the case of the 
David J. Adams or that of the Ella M, 
Doughty should be brought before the 
courts, as they naturally will be, it is 
not at all unlikely that they may 
be dismissed, A decision of this charac- 
ter upon a case arising when the law, 
so far as appears, was the same as it now 
is, was favorable to the American vessel. 
Under these circumstances it would be 
very foolish in the United States Govern- 
ment by its own acts or by the acts of its 
citizens were to introduce violence into the 
dispute. The claim of the Portland fishing 
people that the permit granted by the 
United States customs officers to their 
vessels to ‘touch and frade” at Cana- 


dian ports confers the right to buy bait 


in those portsis nonsense. It is intended 
solely for the protection of the United 
States revenue, and neither has nor can 
have the slightest authority with regard 
to Canadian officers acting under Cana- 


dian laws. 
Undoubtedly it might be considered 


expedient, and if it were we should have 
the right, to refuse to Canadian vessels 
the privileges refused to ourown. Wheth- 
er that would tend to bring about the set- 


tlement of the dispute it is too soon to 
say. It might doso if the Canadians re- 


garded the privileges on either side as 
balancing each other, and were cool and 
sensible enough to act on that conclu- 


sion, Buton the other hand the Cana- 
dians might be willing to give up the 


privileges in our ports rather than grant 
them in their own, and if the home Gov- 
ernment backed them we would have to 


face a much larger and more complicated 
question—that of general commercial rec- 


iprocity. This is complicated because 
there is a great deal of prejudice aroused 
by it, and because our tariff is so absurd 
and unjust that we cannot admit Cana- 
dian fish free to our markets without 
placing our own fishermen at a grave dis- 


advantage, unless we are prepared to re- 
lieve them from the burdens the tariff 
imposes on their business. This is only 
one of the almost countless instances 
in which our commerce and our 
industry are hampered by our high tariff. 
The Eastern fishermen would benefit 
themselves much more by fighting the 
iniquitous tariff than by trying to fight 
the Dominion cruisers. 








THE SENTENCE OF JAEHNE, 


Nine years and ten months in the State 
prison for a New-York Alderman—jhat 
bids fair to be the gratifying and whole- 
some result of the case of JaEHNE. In 
order to realize to ourselves how whole- 
some it is and how gratifying it should be 
it is only necessary to point out that this 
is the first conviction of an Alderman for 
felony committed in the discharge of his 
official functions, while a very large ma- 
jority of the Aldermen of New-York for 
at least twenty years past would have 
been in prison if they had had their 
deserts, That one of them should have 
got his deserts can hardly fail to» work 
great benefit to the community. 

This is not a random, and we believe it 
not to be an exaggerated, statement of the 
case. The board of 1884 was probably an 
average board in respect both of intelli- 
gence and of morals. Its members did 
precisely what the members of every oth- 
er board have done whenever they have 
had the chance, One of its misdeeds 
happened to be so gross in _ its 
scale and so flagrant in its impudence 
that the public indignation it excited 
outlasted the term for which its members 
were elected and happened to become the 
subject of an investigation, That investi- 
gation resulted in showing that two of the 
members of the board, out of twenty-four, 
refused to dirty their fingers and break 
their oaths by taking bribes. Perhaps 
there is no ground for asserting that 
this proportion of one-twelfth of decent 
and honest men was unusually large, 
but assuredly there is no reason for 
believing that it was unusually small. 
It is the experience of every man and 
every corporation that has undertaken to 
do anything for which the consent of the 
municipal authorities, given through the 
Board of Aldermen, is needful, that that 
consent can be obtained only by bribing 
Aldermen. The talk of tempters and se- 
ductive lobbyists which we sometimes 
hear is all nonsense.

mitted in compliance with these demands 
is technically bribery. But bribery is really 
a misnomer for the reason that to say that 
a public officer has been bribed implies that 
he has been approached and tampered with 
and tempted, and these accompaniments 
of bribery are totally wanting to a success- 
ful ‘‘ strike” of Aldermen. It is really an 
extortion of blackmail on one side and a 
submission to this extortion on the other. 
Nothing has been more discouraging to 
men who really believe in Democracy 
than the difficulty, more strikingly illus- 
trated in the Municipal Government of 
New-York, perhaps, than in any other, of 
bringing public opinion to bear upon the 
administration of localGovernments. The 
Aldermen of New-York have for all these 
years been as far outside the pale of decent 
society and beyond the pressure of its 
opinion as if they had been inhabitants of 
Kamtchatka. Decent people have simply 
regarded them as part of the criminal 
classes. The Aldermen have gone on 
levying blackmail under pretense of 
accepting bribes, and _ relying for 
immunity upon the fact that, in the 
eye of the law, their victims were 
their accomplices, Even exposure has had 
no effect upon them. After the bribery 
of the Aldermen of 1884 had been estab- 
lished by the legislative investigation, the 
Aldermen of 1886, with cynical impu- 
dence, continued to give away the fran- 
chises of the city to other corporations. 
Now there is a halt called in this depart- 
ment of crime. The typical Alderman 
does not mind being suspected of being a 
bribetaker, blackmailer, or thief. He 
does not even mind being proved to be a 
criminal, The evidence does not affect 
his social standing in his own circle nor 
interfere with his political ambi- 
tions. What he does mind is being 
punished as a criminal. The prospect 
of confinement at hard labor is 
abhorrent tohim. And now this one fate 
feared of Aldermen has befallen an Alder- 
man, and is likely to befall sundry other 
Aldermen. When the board of 1884 is 
convened at Sing Sing it would bea most 
instructive and useful experience for all 
Aldermen-elect, or even all candidates for 
Aldermen, to be taken up at the public 
expense under the charge of Deputy 
Sheriffs to look at their predecessors. 
The sight of these ex-Aldermen in 
the garb of convicts engaged, for 
the first time in their lives, in use- 


ful and blameless industry, would 


be an object lesson in the obligations of 
officeholding which the new Aldermen 
would not be likely to forget. Even if 
they are not permitted that advantage, 
the record of the conviction of one batch 


of Aldermen, or even of the one Alder- 


man whose conviction and sentence have 


thus far been reached, cannot fail to have 
a salutary effect. For the next few years 
at least the air of the City Hall will be 
more breathable by honest men than it 


has been for many years before, 








YALE’S NEW PRESIDENT. 
The graduates of Yale in this vicinity 
have shown a deep interest in the condi- 


tion and prospects of the college since the 


resignation of President PoRTER was sent 
to the corporation six months ago. 
Marked differences of opinion as to the 
work of the college and the policy that 
should be pursued in the future have 
been revealed in the discussion that has 
been carried on in Alumni meetings and 
by means of articles in reviews and 
newspapers. There were some who 
urged that the successor of President 
PorRTER—for whom, it should be 
said, they entertained the highest re- 


spect—should be a man more closely 


identified with the progréssive school in 
education than with the Congregational 
Church as a minister of that denomina- 
tion. Tothese the retirement of Presi- 


dent PoRTER seemed to present an oppor- 
tunity for changing the course and policy 
of the college in the direction of a more 
extended optional system and of greater 
liberty in other respects, There were 
many, on the other hand, who warmly 


defended the course taken by the college 
under President Portger and favored the 
selection of anew President who would 
continue to observe a policy that was, in 
their opinion, a model of wise conserva- 
tism. 

Those who urged that this policy should 
be changed soon discovered that their 
arguments and influence would have no 
weight with those members of the cor- 
poration who were to choose the retiring 
President’s successor, and for some time it 
has been a foregone conclusion that the ten 
Congregational clergymen of Connecti- 
cut who govern the college would select the 
Rev. Dr. Trmotny Dwicut, whose grand- 
father was President of Yale from 1795 to 
181%.

The new President of Yale has for 
many years been Professor of Sacred 
Literature in the theological seminary 
which is attached to the college. He 
was graduated from the academical 
department in 1849 and was licensed to 
preach in 1955. For four years he 
was a tutor in the academical de- 
partment. While he has not served as 
instructor in the college proper for thirty 
years, he has become well known to ali 
graduates as one of the most prominent and 
influential representatives of the univer- 
sity. His learning is broad and deep, and 
his theological connection has not with- 
drawn him from the world. Asan ad- 
ministrator, with reference to the material 
wants of the college, he will probably 
surpass his predecessor, under whose 
management the funds of the college 
grew from $1,227,305 to $2,155,705. His 
writings indicate that le will strive to 
develop the graduate departments that

GEORGE ©. RICHARDSON. 

George C. Richardson, for many years 
head of one of the leading dry goods commission 
houses of Boston, whose firm succeeded A. & As 
Lawrence & Co. as selling agents for several of 
the great manufacturing corporations of Lowell 
and Maine, died yesterday from astroke of pa- 
ralysis with which he was attacked a week ago. 
He was a native of Royalston, Mass., born April 


17, 1808, and his father w 
. . as a practicing 
physician of that town. He began busi 
sam life in a country store and entered 
; © dry goods business in Boston in 1835, 
Q Connection with Henry Earle, uader the firm 
name of Richardson & Earie. This continucd 
= ut two years, when he entered into partner« 
abip witn George D. Dutton. The tirm thu 
formed continued as Dutton & Ricbardson an 
Dutton, Richardson & Co, up to 1855, during 
which period was developed a large importing 
— with England, France, and Germany, Mr. 
ichardson visiting Eng!and to establish busi- 
ness relations. In 1855 and 1856 he was associated 
with James M. Beebe, under the style of J. M. 
Beebe, Richardson & Co., and in 1857 took the 
Place of Robert Waterston, the retiring 
senior partner of Waterston Deane & 
Co., the reorganized firm being atyled 
Richardson, Deane & Co. In 1864 the firm be- 
came George ©, Richardson & Co. The house 
did avery large business from the first, but in 
1865 took its great and important step in accept« 
ing the business which had been carried on by 
.& A. Lawrence & Co., amvunting to many 
millions of dollars. The firm became the selling 
agents for the Lowell Manufacturing Com any, 
eo Everett Milis,the Booth Cotton Mills,the Yo * 
anufacturing Company, the Lewiston, Tre« 
mont and Suffolk ills, and the Massachusetta 
Cotton Mills, The admission of Mr. Charlies 
L. Smitn caused a change in the title of 
the firm to that of George C. Richardson, 
Smith & Co., which remained until July 1, 1885, 
when Mr. Richardson retired and the present firm 
of Smith, Hogg & Gardner was organized. Mr. 
ichardson became in 1850 a Director of the 
nion Bank, with which he was connected a 
the time of his death, having held the office of 
President since 1863.. He has been a Trustee o 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company of New- 
York since June 6, 1870, and a Trustee of the 
Boston Provident Institution for Savings 
and a Director in various corporations. A 


member of the Boston Board of Trade, he 
was President of tbat body from 186% 
to 1867, and in that office, by his careful study of 
the business interests of the country and hig 
practical suggestions, exerted a large and bene- 
ficiul influence. He was one of the originators 
im 1868 of the National Association of Cotton 
Manufacturers and Planters, a body which has 
done valuable service in the development of the 


cotton industry. A resident of Cambridge many 
years prior to 1866 he was elected Mayor of that 
city in 1863, the unsought bonor being conferred 
upon him by a vote which was practically unan- 
imous. He was married Feb. 2, 1 to Susan 
Gore Moore, daughter of Abe! Moore, of Boston, 
and granddaughter of Jonathan Hunnewell, 
of oma She died Nov. 18, 1845. By this 
marriage there were four sons, all of whom are 


dead, two grandsons surviving. Dr. Henry A, 
Richardson, the second son, was appointed an 
Assistant Surgeon in the Navy, the first ap~ 
pointment of this kind made from New-England 
during the war of the rebellion. He contracted 
& pulmonary disease while serving in a Cam- 
bridge company and died at home July 23, 1863. 
Mr. Richardson's second wife was Ellen Gregory, 
of Guilford, Vt., daughter of Stephen Gregory, 
to whom he was married in 1850, and who is sti 
living. Mr. Arthur G. Richardson, of Boston, 
the.only child of this marriage.

ARTHUR QUARTLEY. 

Arthur Quartley, the well known artist, 
died at his home, No. 52 South Washington- 
square, on Wednesday morning. Mr. Quartley 
had been sick for a year, suffering from liver 


trouble. For three months he was confined ta 


his room, where ne continued to paint, though 
constantly losing strength. He finally came 
so weak that he had an ease! piaced near his bed 
and continued his work there, painting for a 
few minutes at a time and then resting. e was 
attacked with hemorrbage on Wednesday morn- 
ing and died 1n a short time, 

Mr. Quartley was born in Paris in 1839, and 
was the son of a wood engraver. His early 
childhood was passed in London, but he came to 
this country when a boy, and began to work as 
a sign painter and decorator in Baltimore. Hae 
was a self-taught artist, having had no masters, 


‘and attending no art schools, He earned con- 


siderable reputation as a decorator, but did not 
become known as an artist until after he came 
to this city in 1875. A large pieture, showings 
sea of rolling waters beating against rocks, first 
brought him into notice. The vnainting 
was exhibited at the Academy of De- 
sign, and now belongs to Weilesley Col- 
leze. Among his other most impor- 
tant works were “Calm Days, Isies of Shoals,” 
and “Evening at Narragansett,” 1875; “ Low 
Tide,” 1876; “Making the Landing, White isl 

and, Isles of Shoals,” sold to John B. Thoms, of 

Itimore; “Morning Effect, North River, 
1877, sold to John Taylor Johnston, and “An 
Afternoon in August, Coast of Maine,” 1878 
His ** Morning Effect” was sent to the Paris Ex« 
position in 1878. Another large work of his waa 
called “The Queen's Birthday in New-York 
Harbor.” It represented ali the flags flying on 
the vessels. He preferred thatthe work should 
be known as “New-York Harbor on a Gala 

ay. 

Mr. Quartiey had a atudio for some time at 
No. 1 Union-square. He painted constantly and 
his numerous pictures are scattered all over the 
world. 1n 188 and 1884 he traveled in Europe. 
His last-finished painting, **A Scene on the 
Thames,” is now in the American Art Associa- 
tion’s galleries, He was elected a member of 
the Artists’ Fund Society in 1876, but did nog 
become a member of the National Academy; 
until May 12 of the present year. His wife died)

THE SUBSIDY MEN BEATEN 


A BIG MAJORITY AGAINST THEM 
IN THE HOUSE. 

THE SENATE'S PROPOSED GIFT oF $800,000 
TO THE STEAMSHIP COMPANIES RE- 
JECTED BY A VOTE OF 178 To 80, 

WasnHincTon, May 20,--The House of 
Representatives made an admirable record for 
itself to-day. It voted to reject the Senate's 
proposed gift of $800,000 to American steamship 
companies, and the majority against the subsidy 
was so overwhelming that the Senate, sup- 
posed to be deaf to all sounds made 
outside of its chamber, wiil probably 
be wise and heed the rebuke administered 
to it for its readiness to fling away the people's 
money. While it was expected that the subsidy 
clause would be rejected, Mr. Blount, Chairman 
of the Post Office Committee, scarcely hoped 
for so clean a Democratic list, nor did he sup- 
pose that opposition to subsidies had grown s0 
rapidly in the Republican Party in a year aa to 
turn out almost three times as many Republican 

opponents to the scheme in 1886 as it had in 1885. 

Not much interest was manifested to-day in 
any of the speeches except those of Mr. Randall, 

Mr. Morrison, and Mr. Blount. The House 

knew all about the matter in dispute, and every 

man who could be convinced by argument had 
heard quite enough on both sides. Someof the 
men who could not be conyinced except by 
black horse arguments, and who were afraid 
to risk the acceptance of euch argu- 
ments, dared not face the abuse of 
their constituents and wisely voted with 
the majority. Mr. Randall has rarely been more 

Vigorous than he was to-day in making his five- 

minute speech. It was an Administration 


speech, and it appealed to the steadfastness of 
the Democrats. “ Put yourselves,’’ be shouted, 
““where you expect to stay,’ and very properly 
he reminded his side of the House that the sub- 
sidy was carried a_year ago by absenteeism. Mr. 
Blount, in making the closing speech, dealt un- 
mercitully with Mr. Hewitt’s mischievous 
amendment to appropriate $400,000 to be 
used in the discretion of the Post- 
master-General. * That amendment, if it 
prevailed, would put the matter right back 
where it was when the steamship companies 
first discovered that Mr. Vilas was not the kind 
of man to be buildozed. Mr. Hewitt became 
very angry and very nervous, popping up and 
sitting down and attempting to answer, all his 
remar. being inaudible in the gallery and his 
efforts consisting apparently of much wagging 
ot head and pounding of fists. Mr. Blount ap- 
pealed to the members as Democrats not to sup- 
port the legislative atrocity attempted to be 
perpetrated by the Senate, but courageously to 
put it down. 

At3o’clock, by agreement, the House began 
voting in committee and straightway killed the 
Burrows amendment, dividing the $800,000 so as 
to require that half should be expended on ex- 
istiog lines and half on iines to be established. It 
went down by a division, 8 votes for it and 142 
against. The House was well filled up with 
members, and they manifested their interest 
when Mr. Hammond, who was in the 
chair, announced the vote. The Democrats ap- 
piauded, then the Republicans applauded, then 
Democrats and Republicans applauded together. 
Mr. Burrows, who was solemnly watching the 
performance, inquired in his deepest bass voice: 
*““Mr. Chairman, can’t we have order?” Mr. 
Biount, relieved trom doubt, very pleasantiy 
responded: “Oh, yes, we can have order now.” 
Mr. John J. Adams, standing conspicuously in 
the middle aisle, sent up an amendment provid- 
ing that the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany be excepted from the enjoyment of 
the subsidy. That expressed the opinion 
ot some of the representatives of the other 
lines, that the Pacific Mail was the sinker in the 
bil. Mr. Adams had not worked very effectively 
for this amendment, for it got his vote alone. 
Mr. Hewitt’s amendment caught the votes of 
Democratic supporters of the subsidy idea and 
some of the Republicans. The vote was 82 to 
139, and that was disposed of. There was no call 
fora division in committee on the rejection of 
the Senate amendment. It was a little after3 
o’ciock when the bili was taken up in the 
House. There was no resistance to the action 
of the Post Office Committee on the items 
already concurred or non-concurred in. When 
the subsidy amendment was reached Mr. Blount 
called for the yeas and nays. As the roll cail 

roceeded it was plain that the subsidy men had 
ost groundina year, and when the vote was 
announced—178 to 80—it amazed even the most 
hopefu! anti-subsidy men. It was as follows,

The vote of Feb. 13, 1885, on the subsidy amena- 
ment to last year’s bill was 131 to 112 to reject it, 
aod was the strongest vote cast in that session.

To- 
day the opponents of the subsidy were

Mr. Findlay. of Maryland, 
voted forit as a Democratic protectionist, and 
Mr. Lore, of Delaware, is assumed to have re- 
corded his vote for the approval of the Delaware 
shipbuilders. Eleven Democrats who in the 
last House voted regularly for the subsidy voted 
to-day against it. They were Messrs. Col- 
ling, Arnot. Curtin, Dorgan, Hewitt, Hill, 
King, Muller, Murphy. Oates, and _ Till- 
man, Mr. Barbour, of Virginia, who was 
among the subsidy men last year, was paired 
with Mr. Brady, of Virginia, and left word that 
he would have voted against it if he had been 
present. Since the vote of last year the subsidy 
men have lost 32 votes and their opponents have 
gained 49. Mr. Brown, (Repubiican,) of Penn- 
sylvania, who wavered last year and finally voted 
for a subsidy, voted against it to-day in compa- 
ny with Messrs. Anderson, T. M. Browne, 
Cannon, Guenther, D. B. Henderson, T. 
J. Henderson, Hepburn, McComas, Rowell, 
Strait, Strubel, and Wakefield, all consistent 
opponents of the scheme in the last House. The 
example of the Democratic Senators who voted 
for the $800,000 gift was disregarded. The Sena- 
tors who heiped the Republicans to put in the 
absurd provision were Messrs. Brown of 
Georgia, Call of Florida, Eustis of Louisiana, 
Gorman of Maryland, McPherson of New-Jersey, 
ay bod of Obio, Puch of Alabama, and Voorhees 
of Indiana.

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ROMANCE IN REAL LIFE. 


AN AFFECTING SCENE BETWEEN A LONG SEP- 
ARATED MOTHER AND DAUGHTER, 

PiTTsBuRG, May 20.—A romance full of 
real life was unfolded at the city poor farm to- 
day. The principal actors were a mother and 
daughter who had not met for so many years 
that the daughter, now a young woman, had 
no remembrance of her mother’s features, 
The name of the person through whom the ro- 
mantic story was revealed is Sadie Jones, a resi- 
dent of New-York City, who arrived in Pitts- 
burg to-day, and, calling at the office of the 
Guardians of the Poor, stated to Secretary Todd 
that she was in search of her mother, from 
whom she had been separated for18 years, and 


who, she bad reason to believe, was an inmate of 
the city aimsbouse, Her father, she said, 
deserted her mother, herself, and an elder sister, 
now living in Staten Island, in 1864 and went to 
Colorado, where he meta aoe J died. In 1868, 
when she was little more than years old, her 
mother, who had become despondent and reck- 
less, left her sister and herseif to their 
fate and went they knew not where. The 
girls were cared for by relatives, and the elder, 
who has been mentioned as living on Staten 
Island, is married. After the lapse of so many 
years they were astonished a few weeks ago 
when they received a ietter in which it was 
stated that the mother was still alive. The 
letter was written by an inmate of 
the city home, to whom_ the mother 
had told the story of her life, It was received 
by G. ©. Berket, a brother of Sadie’s mother, 
who is Foreman of Engine Company No. 2, 
New-York City, and it was at first regarded by 
him, herself, and ali others interested as a noax. 
But, after considering the matter, they con- 
cluded that it would be well to investigate, and 
Sadie was detailed to make the investigation. 

Sadie’s first attempt at solving the mystery 
was very discouraging, for it happened that the 
letter was merely dated and post marked, 
** Homestead,”” the nearest Post Office to our 
almshouse. This lea to much unnecessary 
trouble, for it happened that the State imprint 
on the postmark was sofbadly blurred that it 
could not be deciphered and, as there is another 
Homestead near Buffalo, the devoted daughter, 
knowing nothing of any other Home- 
stead, journeyed thither and, after a 
hopeless search in and about that place she 
learned of our Homestead and came here. The 
letter written to her uncle, Mr. Kerket, gave a 
brief history of her mother’s life since she had 
left New York, and she arrived here tbe 
same year she deserted her children and 
triends, and some time after, by mar- 
rying a man named O'Neil, changed the name 
of Margaret Jones, which she attained by her 
first marriage, to that of Margaret O’Neil. She 
became the mother of two children by her sec- 
ond marriage, and six years ago her second hus- 
band died, leaving her a widow for the second 
time. She managed to eke out an existence 
somehow until the latter part of last year, when, 
being sick and destitute, she was sent to the 
Poor Farm. 

Ashort time after this partof the story had 
been told Assistant Secretary Negley and the 
young woman took a train tor Homestead, and 
immediately after arriving at the poor farm be- 
gan a systematic search for the unfortunate 
mother. Ward after ward was visited 
and inmate after inmate scanned with- 
out any fruitful result until they halted 
by the bedside of a wan woman who was 
almost a bloodless and fieshless wreck of hu- 
manity, and who lay in the hospital department. 
The whole frame of the poor woman was con- 
vuised with a hacking cough as they ap- 
proached, for she is in the last stages of 
consumption, but she partially regained 
her composure, and as the girl looked 
down upon her a terror-stricken expres- 
sion at first came into her: eyes, her 
sallow cheeks blanced and then, with an express- 
ion of consuming lovein her countenance, she 
raised her ae f hands and in a voice which, 
though choked, was full of emotion, exclaimed: 
“ Sadie! Oh, Sadie!"” How she recognized the 
child whom ashe bad last looked upon 
when it was almost an infant can- 
not be explained except on the _ the- 
ory of maternal instinct, but this she did 
without having a suggestion as to the identity 
of her visitor,and a scene ensued which was 
pathetic beyond description. The daughter, 
now a beautiful, intelligent, and neatly attired 
young woman, knelt on the poorhouse floor by 
the bedside of her dying mother, and as taney 
sobbed hysterically clasped their arms around 
each other’s necks and flooded the wretched 
woman’s pillow with tears. All others turned 
aside and left them alone. 

Sadie,when she became more calm, said that the 
identification is made complete, not only by her 
mother’s corroboration of the story given above, 
but by the factthat her mother’s personal ap- 
pearance corresponds with a description 
given by ber elder. sister, and among 
the principal details of this was a birth- 
mark resembling a scar back of the right ear 
andthe prominence of her mother’s upper front 
teeth. Miss Jones came with the purpose of 
taking her mother home if she should be found, 
but the poor woman is now s0 near death’s door 
that she is too weak to be moved, and conse- 
quently the devoted girl has engaged boarding 
at Homestead, and will pay daily visits to the 
ity, farm for the short time that the mother has 
to live. 


ROBERT WANTS A DIVORCE,

THE DOMESTIC TROUBLES OF A BOSTON 
COUPLE. 


Boston, May 20.—Gen. Butler appeared 
in the Supreme Judicial Court to-day as counsel 
for Robert B. Brigham vs. Frances G. Brigham. 
The case was a cross-libel,but at the last moment 
the wife, who charged adultery generally, an- 
nounced through her counsel that she withdrew 
from the contest. The court thereupon ordered 


the libel of Frances to be dismissed. The libel 
of Robert was then in order, having been on the 
docket for two or three terms, and postponed 
at the last term to make place for 
the celebrated Taber case, in which Parson 
Downs figured. The husband, Robert G. Brig- 
ham, was called to the stand and testified that 
he had lived in Boston 40 years and married 
Frances Nov. 17. 1870; that he lived with 
his wife in the same house up to 
1878. A libel for divorcee was filed in 
March, 1875,upon evidence offhis wife’s infidelity, 
of which, however, he knew nothing sewers ae 
learned through one Johnson,whom he employed 
to investigate at Saratoga, where Frances was 
inthe babit of making flying and prolonged 
excursions. His wife was considerably younger 
than he was. This was all Robert was required 
to testify _to. 

Gen. Butler then addressed the court. 
“May it please your Honor,” he said, “my 
witnesses consist of three depositions, and I am 
content to submit them to your Honor. It will 
take considerably less time for you to read 
them than to hear the evidence.” The court 
acquiesced, and a huge bundle of depositions 
was submitted.

Ai- 
though living under the same roof their rela- 
tions were not intimate, she coming and going 
at will. Sometimes she would absent 
at Saratoga for a month or six weeks, 
and then at New-York and other places, 
witha New-York man of wealth. Robert, the 
husband, is a man of fine address and pres- 
ence, tall, stout, with massive square shoulders, 
broad forebead, and a face indicative of 
a strong will and determination. He wears 
neatly trimmed heavy side-whiskers. He was 
dressed faultlessly, and his whole appearance 
was in keeping with that of a man of wealth, 
position and good living.

HIS ACTION IN THE CHICAGO 
TROUBLES CONDEMNED. 
ATTACKED BY HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW IN THE 
ILLINOIS REPUBLICAN STATE CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE, 

Cuicaco, May 20.—The representatives 
of the 340,000 Republicans in the State of Hlinois 
were to-day afforded the spectacle of Brother- 
in-law ** David” Littler thrusting his knife under 
the ribs of the Governor of this State, and 
twisting itaround until his distinguished rela- 
tive squirmed. They also were permitted to 
learp what Mr. Littler thinks of the civil service 
law, and how ardently he believes in the sbib- 
boleth of that little band led by Senator Vance 
and the editor of the New-York authority 
on “peachblow” vases. This edifying exhibi- 
tion came at the close of an otherwise rational 
and hearty gathering of Republicans from every 
part of the State, brought together by the first 
meeting of the State Central Committee to pre- 
pare for the Fall campaign. The 200 gentlemen 
who met in the big dining room of the Grand 
Pacific Hotel for a three hours’ talk about the 
condition of the party in the various Con- 
gressional districts included the leading Repub- 
licans of the State. Every district was well 
represented, and in the five-minute reports from 
each district which Chairman ‘ Long” Jones 
called for after Gov. Oglesby had made 4 speech, 
there was plenty of evidence of a united, healthy, 
and ambitious party. 

There was also evidence that the Logan boom 
for 1888 is big enough to stand alone in this 
State, and is going to be wellcaredfor during 


the next two years. The boom is clearly for 
Logan and somebody else, and not somebody 
else and Logan.

A week ago you did me the honor to 
publish letteron the flerce fight raging between 
the four pooled cable companies and the Com- 
mercial Cable Company. As an economist fight- 
ing for the last 20 years the monopolies, combi- 
nations, and manipulations of a linked together 
class against the interests of the great multi- 
tude wherever I find them, my readers will not 
feel astonished that I should take a lively inter- 
est in this fight, and that I should continue to 
©xpose this cable monopoly in all its bearings. I 
have, since last writing, fortified myself with the 
Proceedings of the pooled cable companies, their 
returns and statistics, also with arguments 
brought to bear on the subject made by the very 
organ of the pooled companies, namely, the 
Electrician, a paper issued in London, and en- 
tirely devoted to the interest of the fighting 
monopoly. 1 find that Mr, Pender, who seems to 
be to ocean telegraphy what Sir Joseph Porter, of 
“Pinafore” fame was to the navy. One was‘the 
‘“* Monarch of the Sea,” and the other aspires to 
be * Monarch of the Ocean.” Well, Mr. Pender, 
the Chairman of the “ Direct United States 
Cable Company,” met his shareholders on the 


23d of January last, and laid before them the 
annual report and balance sheet, The financial 
results of the year's business did not seem to 
have been very satisfactory, and the Chairman 
laid the blame to two causes: First, that there 
Were too many ocean cables, and secondly, to 
the unwarrantable reduction of the latest and 
only independent cable company of 4d. (or 8 
cents) per word jn ocean telegraphing. To use 
his own words he said: 

“I dislike above all things what I would call throw- 
ing away ry The reduction of 4d. which was 
made when the Mackay-Bennett Cable came into the 
market benefited noone. It did not benefit the sender, 
and it has not increased the traffic. It has been an 
advantage to no one. It was merely throwing £200,000 
into the sea.” * * * 

The * Monarch of the Ocean,” I mean Mr. 
Pender, will pardon me when I point out to him 
that even Sir Joseph Porter, the * Monarch of 
the Sea,” could hardly have uttered a sillier par- 
adox. If the‘reduced 4d. curtailed the revenues 

,000 or $1,000,000 that amount must havo 
remained in the pockets of the senders, and, re- 
maining inthe pockets of the senders, how in 
the world was it thrown into the sea? The only 
excuse I can find for this paradox is that the 
suving ofa million dollars by the senders of 
cable messages was indeed a waste, because it 
did not find its way into the pockets of ths 
pooled cable companies. And Mr. Pender good 
humoredly invites the Commercial Cable Com- 
pany not to be wasteful, and try to put some of 
this waste into their own pockets. The good- 
naturea Chairmun was rather sanguine at the 
time of persuading the Commercial Cable peo- 
ple to retract the errors of their way. 

Onthe 15thof February the Right Hon. Vis- 
count Mauck presided at the annual meeting of 
the Anglo-American Cable Company. His an- 
nual statement was &lso far from satisfactory. 
And asthe refractory new company had given 
no sign of coming into the pool or raising the 
price toa higher standard, the noble lord gave the 
intimation that there would be a fight if these 
Commercial Cable people would not listen to 
reason. * There was a limit to forbearance,” said 
his lordship, “‘ and they must come toa battle of 
rates at jast.”” Well, the battle of rates did come 
on the th of May. Inthe meantime the Hlec- 
trician, the organ of the monopoly cables, on 
the 80th of April hada most savage article on 
the situation. The following extracts will speak 
tor themselves: 

“In self-defense [says the Electrician) and as a last 
resort the stronger of the two combatants may quite 
justifiably put forth his whole force to crush his oppo- 
nent, rather than tamely submit to belng starved into 
condition of feebleness from which there would be no 
recovery except on terms dictated by the weaker foe.” 

Now, in Heaven’s name, what was this fearful 
dictation? Or what was this starving into con- 
dition of feebleness? A new company having 
laid two cables under favorable circumstances, 
has found that Is. 8d., or 40 cents, a word would 
pay them a fair interest for the money invested, 
and that by such a charge the senders of cable 
messages would save 20 per cent. Or, as Mr. Pen- 
der more paradoxically states it,throw £200,000 
into the sea. Of course we can understand if 
the pooled four cable eompanies were the sole 
owners of the ocean, and that that ——. ocean 
is to them what the sacred soil of America is to 
Americans, or the sacred soil of England isto 
Englishmen, that in such a case the four pooled 
cable companies snould rise like one man 
to “crush” the invader. But what more 
right have these leagued together pooled 
cable monopolists to the mighty ocean than any 
other new ne citizens who chose to 
ay cables and give the world a cheaper rate? 

hy sould fair competition be “crushed” out? 
Besides this Commercial Cable Company bas 
started its ousiness from the outset on a fair 
genuine commercial basis. If, for instance, this 
company had reduced the rate from 50 cents to 
10 cents or 12 cents a word, then there would be 
reason, indeed, to demonstrate that such a 
ruinous rate to all cabling only meant some 
ulterior design. But in reducing the messages 
from 50 cents to 40 cents it could only mean an 
honest, fair business rate, and the language used 
by the Electrician smacks of the buily, and is 
unjust. The hlectrician, speaking for the cable 
pool, goes on to say: 

“A reduction from 1s, 8d. a word to 6d. a word 
would, in ordinary circumstances, be suicidal. and 
under no conditivns Can it be beneficial. but as a pre- 
cautionary or retaliatory measure the more drastic it 
Mog | more Certain it isto be quickly over and done 
w 5 


This simply means that the Commercial Cable 
Company, who reduced the rate from 50 cents to 
40 cents @word and refused to combine with 
the four pooled cable companies to raise the 
rate to 60 centsa word, must be “crushed” out 
by the most ** drastic” measures; and when the 
crushing process is over, which is to be done 
quietly, then * order will reign in Warsaw"—or, 
in other words, 60 cents will be the future rate. 
But who will guarantee that 60 cents will be the 
final price ? Why not raise it to a dollar a word ? 
Such a rate may reduce the revenue, but there 
are plenty of lambs even in England who will rush 
to buy the cable stock, which fora while wouid 
be inflated on such a high rate, and that may 
after all pay the present “ crushers.” who are 
great shareholders, much better and quicker 
than the slow process of legitimate earned divi- 
dends. The slectrician, like many other Eng- 
lish papers whoin their insular, narrow minds 
cun only see America or judge America by the 
measure of the mighty dollar, has the following: 

**Despite the obvious inconsistency of the thing 
American business men are being ‘invited on large 
placards to rally round the Commercial Company to 
resist monopoly and sustain cheap rates. We are quite 
sure of their disposition to support cheap rates, and 
for that very reason they will patronize the sixpenny 
cables so long as their custom Is accepted at the price.” 

I have no hesitation in saying that in spite of 
this cynical assurance the slectrician is mis- 
taken, and that Americans who are quite wida 
awake to their own interest are not likely to eat 
as it were their “‘seed grain, and thus far we 
have seen only signs of rallying which the most 
sanguine could hardly have expected, which 
puts the Electrician's Lab 4 in & false position. 

And now I will conclude this somewhat lon 
letter with a few statistics which, after all, wi 
show the real Ethiopian in tbe fence,

their earnings during the last year at ls, 8d. or 
40 cents per word.

Now, “ from this very rock let me bring forth 
water.” (My readersé may construe the word 
water as they may see fit.) 

In the first piace it will be seen that there are 
eight single cables capitalized in our money at 
$63,470,000, which is at the average rate of Epa 
750 per each cable. In fact, the French Cable is 
even capitalized at $8,400,000. The earnings of 
ali the eight pooled cables were in average in 1885 
as near as possible 434 per cent. gross. Well, then 
the Commercial Company has two cables, and 
the given cost of these two cables as stated in 
the Electrician is just $7,000,000 for the two ca- 
bles—in fact, less than half the average cost of 
the eight pooled cables, Therefore it is clear, if 
for instance the Commeroia! Cable only earns ag 
much at 40 centsa word as the American Cablu 
did in 1885, (both companies having two 
sipgie cables and are therefore  alike,) 
the earnings would have been £130,060, 
or $650,000, which on a_ capital of 
$7,000,000 is as near as possibile 9.40 per cent. 
gross, and therefore a fair but not extravagant 
earning., Now, is it not outrageous that this 
legitimate, unwatered, and economically built 
Commercial Cable should be “crushed” out 
while earning 9.40 per cent, because it is an 
obstescle in the way of the eight other cables 
that have been capitalized at double the average 
cost of cables? The only solution of the eicht 
cables is to just cut their inflated capitai in two 
and call the £12,694,000 £6,347,000. Therr all the 
companiesa,:the Commercial inclusive, would 
start alike, and there would be a very fair re- 
turn at 40 cents a word on the new capitalized 
stock. And as far as the stock 18 concerned I 
am quite confident it would then be sought 
after by conservative investors, because the 
now cappitalized bubble cannot pomtely recom.

PROF. DWIGHT ELECTED TO SUC- 

CEED NOAH PORTER, 

OTHER APPOINTMENTS AT YESTERDAY’S 
MEETING OF THE CORPORATION—PRES- 
IDENT PORTER’S RESIGNATION. 

Nrw-HAven, Conn., May 20.—The Presi- 
dent and Fellows of Yale College, generally 
known as the Corporation, held the most impor- 
tant meeting to-day that has taken place for 
years. President Porter’s resignation was to be 
acted upon, his successor chosen, and a number 
of new Professors and instructors were to be 
appointed. The meeting was avery long one 
and was interesting from beginning toend. It 
was attended by President Porter, Gov. Har- 
rison, Chief-Justice Morrison R. Waite, Senator 

William M. Evarts, the Rev. George J. Tillot- 

son, of Wethersfield; the Rev. Dr. Lavallette 

Perrin, of Torrington; the Rev. Burdett 

Hart, of New-Haven; the Rev. 

Willard, of Colchester; the Rev. Joseph W. 

Backus, of Plainville; the Hon. Frederick J. 

Kingsbury, of Waterbury; the Rev. Dr. Na- 


r thaniel J. Burton, of Hartford; the Rev. Dr. 
Joseph Anderson, of Waterbury; the Rev. 
Charlies R. Palmer, of Bridgeport; the Rev. 
Joseph H. Twichell, of Hartford; the Hon. Will- 
jam Walter Phelps, of New-York City; the Rev. 
James W. Cooper, of New-Britain, and William 
W. Farnam und Thomas G. Bennett, of New- 
Haven. 

The principal business of the day was the elec- 
tion of a President of the college to succeed Dr. 
Porter. It was almost a foregone conclusion 
that Prof. Timothy Dwight, of the Theological 
school, would be the choice of the corporation, 
and so it proved. ‘There was really no opposi- 
tion shown to him and on the first formal ballot 
he was unanimously elected President of Yale 
College, The Rey. Messrs. Palmer and Twicheill 
and Mr. Phelps were appointed a committee to 
apprise Prof. Dwight ot the Corporation’s 
choice. They repaired to his residence to find 
him entertaining the graduating class of the 
Theological School, the Faculty of the 
Seminary, and visiting clergymen = at 
lunch Dr. Dwight. in answer to their 
communication, said that he would accept the 
Presidency conditionally. 1t is understood that 
the conditions are that as President he shall not 
be obliged to act as instructor; that he shall not 
be burdened with the division officer, (who has 
to grant men leaves of absence, &c.,) and that if 
he 80 desire he may within the next five years 
take a vacation of six months’ duration. The 
committee returned to the corporation with 
Prof. Dwight’s answer and the conditions were 
acceded to. The new President will be installed 
on July 1, and will on that day Geliver his inau- 
gural address. 

But the election of a President was not the 
only important business before the corporation. 
In the graduate department of Philosophy und 
the Arts Prof. William R. Harper, of Chicago. 
he and Yale, 1875,) was elected Professor sf the 

emitic Languages; Labor Commissioner Ar- 
thur T. Hadley, now Instructor in Political Sci- 
ence, was advanced to a Professorship in the 
same branch; Messrs. Edward V. Reynolds, 
Henry C. White, and Edward G. Bourne were 
appointed Lecturers on Political Economy for 
one year. These appointments are made in ref- 
erence to the graduate course in political and 
social economy, arranged by Profs. Sumner and 
Farnam some weeks ago and already described 
in THe TimMEs. Besides these appointments 
Samuel M. Williston, M. D., now Demonstrator 
of Anatomy in tbe Medical School, was made an 
Assistant Profess*r. 

When Prof. Dwight’s acceptance of the Presi- 
dency was announced to the corporation it be- 
came necessary to elect his successor in the 
Theological School. The choice of the Fellows 
fell upon the Rev. George B. Stevens, D. D., 
Pastor of the Presbyterian Church of Water- 
town, N.Y. Dr. Stevens is now in Germany. 
He is a graduate of the Theological School 
in the Class of 80. It is not certain that Dr. 
Stevens will accept the chair offered him, but an 
answer is expected from bim in a rew days. 

Senator Evarts, Frederick J. Kingsbury, and 
President Dwight were appointed a committee 
to consider the extension of university courses. 

Timothy Dwight was born at Norwich, Conn., 
on Nov. 16, 1828. His father was James Dwight, 
a@ merchant and third son of Timothy Dwight, 
President of Yale College from 1795 to 1817. In 
1845 he entered Yale Coliege as a Freshman, grsd- 
uating with his class in 13849 and taking high 
rank. For two years he was a graduate student, 
and in 1851 he became a tutor in the college. In 
the same year he began his theological studies, 
ring ood up his work at the seminary two years. 
On May 22, 1855, he was licensed to preach, and 
inthe same year he gave up the tutorship. 
Early in 1856 he sailed for Europe and remained 
abroad fora year and a half, studying at the 
universities of Bonn and Berlin, and returning to 
this country in July, 1858. In September following 
he took the Chair of Buckingham Professor of 
Sacred Literature in the Yule Theological 
School, which he has held up to the present 
day. Although he had been licensed to preach 
several years before, Prof. Dwignot was not or- 
dained a minister until Sept. 15, 1861. In 1869 
the degree of Doctor of Divinity was conferred 
upon him by the Trustees of the Chicago Theo- 
logical Seminary, and during the year 1873-4 he 
was &@ member of the American committee for 
the revision of the English version of the Bible. 

Prof. Dwight has always been identified with 
Yale interests, and for years has been one of the 
best known of the Theological Faculty. He has 
always been popular as an instructor, both in bis 
capacity asa tutorin the academic department 
and as a Professor in the Theological School. 
He has shown a great deal of knowledge of hu- 
man nature in bis dealings with the classes 
which have passed under bis charge, and vonse- 
quently has been respected and honored for this 
as wellas for the learning which could not but 
impress qousger seekers after knowledge. Prof. 
Dwightis a Yale man through and through. 
For years he has been looked upon as in the 
direct line of succession tothe Presidency of the 
college and of the university. Even as far 
back as his own undergraduate days campus 
traditions say that his classmates familiarly 
styled bim “ President.” At meetings of the 
Alumniat Commencement time he has always 
been prominent, and on many an occasion he 
bas done much by his wit and wisdom to make 
the day pleasant to the graduates. Besides he 
has devoted himself to the subject of practival 
education, andhas gained a knowledge of the 
real workings of the collage which is second to 
that of none of his fellow-members of the 
Faculty. Though not a voluminous writer he 
has frequently contributed to the New-Eng- 
lander Mayazine, of which he has veen associate 
editor since Jan. 7, 1886. Many of his articles 
have been devoted to the condition and needs 
ot the college, and more than anything 
else have made him astrong favorite with the 
Alumni. Since President Porter last Fall an- 
nounced his intention to resign Prof. Dwight 
has been regarded as his certain successor, and 
while many of the Alumni, no doubt, are anxious 
for a radical —— in the college’s policy, it is 
beyond question that tothe great majority Dr. 
Dwight is more than a mereiy satisfactory 
choice. From his administration great things 
are expected. 

Socially Prof. Dwight is one of the lights of 
college circles, and his home is one of the pieas- 
antest in New-Haven. He married Miss Jane M. 
Skinner, of this city, on Dec. 81, 1866, and has 
two children, Helen Rood Dwight, born in 1868, 
and Winthrop Edward Dwight, born in 1872. 

President Porter’s letter of resignation, read 
at the Corporation’s meeting, is as follows: 
Gentlemen of the Corporatton: 

In accordance with the announcement madeto youat 
our last session I hereby resign the office of President 
of Yale College, to which I was elected some 15 years 
ago. I resign with the understanding that my resigna- 
tion shail take effect at the inauguration of my;success- 
or, and | propose to retainthe Clark Professorship of 
Moral Philosophy and Metaphysics, to which I was 
elected in the year 1846. My reason for resigning 
this honorable office is my age, which must necessarily 
soon disqualify me forthe satisfactory discharge of 
some of its duties, if it does not already, at least in the 
view of those who, for any reason, are disposed to 
judge the college or anzeolt unfavorably. The labors 
and cares incident to the office are also steadily in- 
creasing. I think1 can measure and appreciate them 
better than any man living, and I cannot expect to per- 
form them with comfort or self-respect under added 
disadvantage. My family and near relations unani- 
_ mously and urgently approve my decision, 

Ican say very sincerely that I assumed the duties 
and honor of the office with no special elation or satis. 
faction, but rather on account of loyal devotion to my 
Alma Mater and the great interests and the solid prin. 
ciples for which Yale College is loved and honored in 
all thisland. Her interests and principles I have en- 
deavored to enforce afd defend within and without 
her walls In no uncertain or faltering words. ‘he 
duties of wy office, various and incessant as they 
have been, I have sought to discharge with little re- 
gard to my convenience, or health, or life, and in so 
doing have forezone many personal Interests and en. 
joyments, desire to express my grateful sense of 
the value of the sympathy and patience and aid which 
I have received daily, and almost -hourly, from your 
Treasurer and Secretary. 

hardly need to say thatin my future relations to 
the institution I hope to serve it in the same loyal 
spirit as long as my health and ie shall be spared.

URGING POLITIOAL ACTION. 

The Anti-Monopoly League met last 
night, at the Knickerbocker Cottage, and 
adopted an “address to trades unions, farmers, 
granges, and all other non-political, illegal, and 
revolutionary industrial organizations.” The 
address tells the members of these organizations 
that the fatal mistake they have made in the 
past is in tne adoption of ‘European methods 
of action and organization,” and the “ rejection 
of the American methods of political action, 
agitation, and discussion.” It tells them 
that the first step in the mrght course 
isto expunge from their constitution and by- 
laws all rules forbidding political action and dis- 
cussion, and the adoption, in their stead, of res- 
olutions in favor of immediate political action. 
It also urges them “to appeal'to city, State, 
and national legislators for the passage of a 
national eieht-hour law, and laws creating a 
Board of Arbitration ana a bomestead coloniza- 
tion scheme, prohibiting convict labor, and 
restricting the importation of pauper goods‘and 
pauper labor.”

STABBED THROUGH THE LUNG.

JOHN WEATHEN FATALLY HURT IN A QUAR- 
REL WITH HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW. 

John Weathen, a ship calker, of No. 119 
West Siaty-seventh-street, was married to a Miss 
Wolf some time. ago, and lately there has been 
considerable trouble between the couple. [t is 
said that the man treated his wife very badly. 
Last night Weathen, who is about 28 years old, 
went into a tailor’s shop at No. 405 West 
Forty-second-street, and while he was there 
Louis and Frederick Wolf, of No. 415 
West Forty-first-street, his brotners-in-law. 
came in. Frederick immediately began to 
upbraid Weathen for his treatment of his wife, 
and both men becamevery anery. Louis at first 
took no part in the quarrel, but finally, with a 

uick movement, he dived into a pocket, with- 

rew his hand with sumething glittering in it, 
and struck Weathen twice in the breast. 
Weathen fell to the floor with blood streaming 
from two ugiy wounds. The two brothers ran 
into the street, but were arrested and taken to 
the West Forty-seventh-street police station. 
An ambulance was sent for Weathen, and the 
attending surgeon found that one of the wounds 
was very severe. 

The wounded man was removed to the station 
house, where he identified Louis Wolf as the 
man who stabbed him. Louis was asked why 
he had stabbed the mar and he lauched, but re- 
fused to say anrthing. His brother was equally 
reticent.

flow A POOR YOUTH HAS PROSPERED IN 
BUFFALO. 

Buffalo Letter to the Fort Worth (Texas) Gazette. 

Any one who believes in luck ought ‘to 
come to Buffalo tolive. Let me tell youa true 
story about a Buffalo boy. Itequalsif it does 
not surpass that of Mr. Cleveland. Shortly after 
the close of the war some business men of the 
city organized astock company and took hold 
of the Courier establishment, then, like the aver- 
age Buffalo newspaper, fighting inabad field 
for support. They built up the paper, making 
it the leading Democratic journal of the city 
and one of the leading newspapers in the State, 
and added to it a great show-printing depart- 
ment. To manage the latter they sought for a 
man outside of the city, and finally found 
one in New-York in the person of one 
Charles W. McCune. He came to Buffalo, proved 
a good man—aimost too good, it turned out, for 
it was not more than 10 years before McCune 
had the entire establishment and thse former 

rojectors of the concern had the experience. 
oleae flourished wonderfully, became a great 
pocial leeder in the city, was made a member of 
the New-York State Democratic Committee, 
and during the campaign of 1884 his newspaper, 
the Courter, gained a national prominence by 
being the home organ and supposed mouthpiece 
of the Democratic Presidential candidate. Mc- 
Cune bad for years been a widower, with one 
daughter, a bighly accomplished lady of 30 years, 
whose death Mr. McCune was called on to 
mourn while the campaign of i834 was in 

rogress. There was a Miss Wells, a 

eading society lady of Buitfalo, who had 
been a great personal friend of the dead 
rirl.and who had been one of the trio ona 
Suropean trip the year previous. Shortly after 
the close of the campaign, and when his daugh- 
ter had been dead a very little while, McCune 
surprised his friends by marrying Miss Wells, 
the ceremony taking place in the Continental 
Hotel, in Puiladeiphia. Now comes the strange 
artofthe story. Just 10 years ago this Spring 

bere came into Mr. MeCune’s office one day a 
jad about 14 years old, dressed in knee pantaloons 
and waist, aragged straw hat, and from his ap- 
pearance sadly in need of a bath. He timidiy 
asked fora position as errand boy. Aiter the 
lapse of a few weeks & Vacancy occurred and 
McCune sent for the lad, but inciosed the request 
that he come in asomewhat cleaner condition 
than aan on the first day if he expected to be 
engaged, 

The Jad came neatly attired and gave the name 
of George Bieistein; parents German; age 14. 
He preved honest and industrious, and it was 
not long before he was promoted. At the end 
of five years he had become Mr. McCune’s pri- 
vate secretary, and at the end of another year 
was looked upon as arising man in the establish- 
ment, although he was but 20 years old. He 
continued to growin his employer's estimation, 
and during Mr. McCune’s absence, on ac- 
count of the death of his Caughter and 
Jater on his wedding tour, the onerous 
work of piloting the newspaper through 
he campaign feil chiefly upon the shoul- 
\ders of the young secretary. Last June, aftera 
ivery brief illness, Mr. McCune died. When his 
‘will came to be read it was found that young 
‘Bleistein had been made the chief Executor ot 
‘the estate, had been named as manager of the 
great printing establishment, the editor-in-chief 
of the newspaper, and had been given outright 
legacy of $20,000, while to his young wife was 
jwillea the residue of the estate. The latter, 
when aninventory came to be made, proved to 
‘be worth $600,000. So the youth of 23 found 
himself at the head of a concern employing 700 
bands and himself worth a comfortable fortune. 

But this is by no means the end of this remark- 

ble story. It has been less than a year since Mr. 
{cCune died. Last week young Bleistein mar- 
ried the charming young widow Mrs. McCune, 
and now finds himself by right of his wife the 
ossessor of an establishment worth upward of 

700.000, comprising the largest show-printing 
house in the worid, editor and proprietor of one of 
the leading Democratic newspapers in the coun- 
try—the sole owner of the establishment in 
which only ten years ego be applied for a po- 
sition as errand boy. He is now only 24 years of 
age, has an accomplished wife who comes from 
one of the oldest and most aristocratic of Buf- 
falo’s families, and owns as fine a residence as 
there is on Delaware-avenue, the handsomest 
Sboroughfare in the city.

A QUIET WINDING UP OF THE 


BROADWAY ROAD, 


PROCEEDINGS BEGUN BY’ITS OFFICERS BE-‘|. 


FORE O’BRIEN WAS APPOINTED—VAIN 
HUNT FOR THE PROPERTY. 

Receiver John O’Brien is having a. hard 
time of it finding the property of the Broadway 
Surface Railroad, which he was appointed to re- 
ceive. It appears now, five days after his ap- 
pointment by Judge Parker, in Kingston, that 
the affairs of the Broadway Road have been in 
process of winding up under the provisions of 
law for more than two weeks, and that the men 
who are really in control of the road and its 
property are in no sense parties to the suit 
brought by the Attorney-General, and will re- 
fuse togive up anything on the demand of Mr. 
O’Brien. While the legislation at Albany for 
annulling the charter was in progress the virect- 
ors of the road, aided by cool and clear-headed 
lawyers, were busy building fences around the 
property to ward off trespassers, and, if they 
have not succeeded in placing it permanently 
beyond the reach of Receiver O’Brien, they 
have certainly laid the foundation for a long 
contest in the courts, which will delay the sale 
of the franchise, as provided by the new law, 
for a long time, 

On May 4 last, assoon before the law annulling 
the charter was signed by Gov. Hill, James A. 
Richmond, the President of the Broadway Road, 
and Messrs. Scribner and Bright, Directors, all 
resigned their offices in the company, and no 
new Directors were appointed to the positions 
thus vacated. Thomas H. McLean, William 
Bird, Jobn H. Selmes, and John H. Pentz, the 
remaining Directors, then organized themselves 
into a Board of Trustees for winding up the 
affairs of the corporation, and since then they 
have been in control of the road. This action 
was taken under the Revised Statutes, Part I. 
title 8, chapter 18, section 9, which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“ Upon the dissolution of any-corporation, created 
or to be created, and unless other persons shal) be ap- 
pointed by the Legislature or by some ccurt of compe- 
tent authority, the Directors or managers of the af- 
fuirs of such corporation at the time of its dissolution, 
by whatever name they may be known in law, shall be 
the Trustees of the creditors and stockholders of the 
corporation dissolved, and shail bave full power to 
settie the affairs of the corporation, collect and pay 
the outstanding debts, and divide among the_ stock- 
holders the moneys and other property that shall re- 


main after the payment of debts and necessary ex- 
penses.” 


At the time the Directors organized as Trust- 
ees the luw providing for the appointment of a 
Receiver of the Broadway Road had not been 
signed, so that it is claimed that the action was 
perfectiy legal and cannot be undone except by 
@ special act of the Legislature, which cannot be 

assed now, as that body adjourned at noon yes- 

rday. Receiver O’Brien thus finds himeelf 
eontrontea with a difficulty which neither he 
nor the Attorney-General anticipated, as the ac- 
tion of the Trustees in organizing was kept 8 
profound secret until after the final fall of the 
Speaker's gavel in Albany. What steps willnow 
be taken to get the road out of the hands of the 
Trustees isa question which must be so)ved by 
the Attorney-General, and in the meantime Re- 
ceiver O’Brien finds bimself still without posses- 
sion of the property which he was appointed to 
receive. 

The holding of the road by the Trustees is only 
one branch of the legal fight for possession of 
the valuable Broadway franchise, the prelimi. 
nary skirmishes of which are just beginning. 
The regularity of Mr. O’Brien’s appointment 
will be contested inch by inch in the courts, and 
innumerable delays will be the result of this lit- 
igation. A lawyer who has kept track of all the 
legislation and proceedings on botb sides of the 
struggle for the Broadway franchise, speaking 
toa TIMES reporter yesterday, gave some very 
important points of the probable line of defense 
which will be adopted should Receiver O’Brien 
make an attempt to secure possession of the 
property throngh the courts. He said: 

Apart from the objections which can be 
urged to the appointment of Mr. O’Brien as Re- 
ceiver, based op the fact that he was appointed 
in an action begun against James A. Richmond, 
who has ceased to be President of the Broadway 
Surface Raiiroad, and therefore the action was 
not begun in accordance with the terms of the 
Winding-Up act, so _ called, as was clearly ex- 
plained in to-day’s TIMEs, there is another and, 
to my mind, an insurmountabie objection that 
can be urged to the validity of the appointment, 


In fact, I am_ positive that under the law as it 
stands no Receiver whatever can_be ap- 
pointed for the Broadway Surface Railroad, 
and that the Trustees must be allowed to ro on 
and wind up its affairs under the provision of 
the Revised Statutes, Legislation sometimes 
overreaches itself when it is done hurriedly, 
and that is just what was done in this case. 

* When the Railroaa Committee of the Senate 
put its attack on the Broadway Road in the 
form of legislation it prepared three bills—one 
anuulling the charter of the company, a second, 
known as the Consents bill, which provides for 
the sale by the city of the consents to run the 
road,and a third, known as the Winding-Up 
bill, which is the one under which Mr. O’Brien 
claims to bave been appointed Receiver by 
Judge Parker. That bill isentitled*An act to 
provide for the winding up of corporations 
which have been annulled and dissolved by jegis- 
lative enactment,’ You will see by the 
title that it is a general law, referring, 
not te the Broadway Railroad exclusively, 
but to any corporation whose char- 
ter has been annulled. Now, these three 
bills originaliy went to the Governor together, 
but he discovered defects in the Winding-Up 
bill and twice: sent it back to the Senate for 
correction, This business of correction ab- 
sorbed time, and the result was that the Annul- 
ling bill and the Consents bill were both signed 
on May 4, while the Winding-Up bill was going 
back and forth between the Executive Mansion 
andthe Senate Chamber. They are known as 
chapters 268 and 271 of the laws of this year. 
The Winding-Up bill was not signed until May 
li, a week Jater.and is known as chapter 310 of 
the Laws of 1886. The delay in signing was not 
foreseen when the three bills were drafted,and the 
result is that the winding-up law, if I have any 
knowledge of the rules of construction, has no 
application to the case of the Broadway Surface 
Road. This is its language: *Whenever any 
corporation organized under the laws of this 
State shall be annulled and dissolved by an act 
of the Legisiature it shail be the duty of the 
Attorney-General immediately thereafter to 
bring a suit, &c.’ You see the language is shall 
in both cases, The law can, from its terms, 
apply only to corporations whose charters are 
annulled after its passage, and as the Broad- 
way charter was repealed a week before 
this became a law, and was in process of wind- 
ing up under Trustees, according to the Re- 
vised Statutes, the ciaim that no Receiver can 
be appointed under this law will, I think, be up- 
held by any court intheland, The trouble is 
the last act should have been signed first, but 
the Governor was in too much 0: a hurry to 
sign the others, and make what capital he could 
put of them,and so this irretrievable blunder 
was made.” 

“Do you mean to say that the work of the 
Legislature in this matter is to be nullified by a 
oy lean in the order of the passage of the 

ws 

*T mean to-say that it is a familiar principle 
pf the law that no act is to be construed as act- 
Ing retrospectively unless its terms absolutely 
provide that it shall so act, or unless, possibly, it 
meets an evil unprovided for. The termsof the 
winding-up law not only do not provide that it 
Bball be construed retrospectively, but they 
must be wrested from their natural meaning if 
they are so construed. No necessity exists for 
80 construing it to meet an evil unprovided for, 
because the provisions of law long in existence 

ovide fully for the winding up of corporations 

y making the Directors in office at the time of the 
dissolution Trustees to winditup. I judge that 
the counsel for the Broadway Surface Railroad 
Company foresaw this condition of things, for I 
hear that Messrs. Richmond, Scribner, and 
Bright, who were Directors, resigned before the 
act of dissolution was passed. suppose this 
was done because they did not care to be mixed 
up in the business of winding up the concern, 
preferring to leave that duty to the remaining 
Directors. {f lam rightin my construction of 
the law, Mr. O’Brien, as Receiver, has no right to 
interfere with the duties of the gentlemen as 
Trustees, and they have no right to surrender 
their trust to him.” 

*“ But, the court having appointed Mr. O’Brien 
ps Receiver, is he not de facto an officer of the 
court, and as such to be respected?” asked the 
reporter, 

No, because he was appointed in Kingston in 
an action brought in the Third Judicial District, 
while the office of the Broadway Surface Rail- 
road Company was notoriously in the First Dis- 
trict, and, further, he was appointed by a J mage

“My present purpose,” Mr, O’Brien said, in 
explaining what he was doing, “is to get bold of 
the books. Should I find that impossible by the 
means already adopted, my duty will carry me 
into court to compel the persons upon whom 
papers have been served to respect the order 
under which I was appointed.” 

* As the persons whom you would make de- 
fendants,” he was asked, “do not recognize you 
as Receiver, will you be likely in court to try to 
annul the contract by which the Broadway 
Road was leased to the Broadway and Seventh- 
Avenue Road?" 

"Something of that kind,” Mr. O’Brien re- 
plied, “may be necessary after a while, butI 
shail first make every effort to get the books.” 

Mr. O’Brien’s claims were treated by the coun- 
sel who wil! be called upon to oppose him as of 
little account just now. Mr, Gulliver, repre- 
senting the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Road, Mr. Sewell, representing certain stock- 
holders, and Mr, Bliss were agreed that Mr. 
O’Brien had no claim to the possession of the 
books or the management of the property. 
They agreed also that nothing was ]'kely to de- 
velop in court or elsewhere until after the argue 
ment on the injunction obtained by Messrs. Nash 
& Kingsford in behaifof he Worcester Bank. 
Mr. Richmovud sent a note yesterday to Mr. 
O’Brien, in care of Mr. Seward, saying that he 
was not the President or a Director in the 
Broadway Road, having resigned before the 
Legislature acted adversely, and that he bas no 
control over the books.

THE SPRING ELECTION BILL 


HOW IT WAS FINALLY PLACED ON ITS WAY 
TO BECOME A LAW. 


The passage of the Aldermanic bill 


coupled with a clause providing for Spring elec- 
tions in this city, was hailed with general ap- 
proval by the citizens of New-York yesterday. 
Col. George Bliss, when asked by a TIMES re- 
porter his opinion of the bill, incidentally gave 
the story of its many vicissitudes before it finally 


passed the Legislature. He said: 


“T have thought for many years that a Spring 
election for city officers was an experiment 
worth trying, especially asa great many of our 
best citizens are impressed with the idea that a 
system of Spring elections would prove a pan- 
acea for all ourills. [have not bad the same 
confidence as these people in regard to its eood 
effects, but I have thought that it ought to be 
tried. In accordance with that feeling and 
at the request of Assemblyman von I 
drew up early in the session a Spring election 
bill, which the Democrats in the Legislature 
prevented him from getting votes enough to 
pass. Then the Daly Aldermanic bill was intro- 
duced, without any provision for cumulative 
voting. To that I was opposed because it would 
have made the Board of Aldermen Democratic 
and given the Republican Party no show when 
the apportionment of the Assembly districts is 
made under the next census, if we have another 
census, Still, 1 thought that a change from the 
system of electing by districts toa general sys- 
tem would do no harm if minority representa- 
tion was guarded. This was the condition of 
affairs at the close of last week, when Speaker 
Husted, inorder to rehabilitate himself with 
the community after his peculiar exploits in re- 
gard to the Bruns and new Aqueduct bills, took 
up Senator Daly's Aldermanic bill, and put it 
into a position where it would be likely to pass. 
Then Assemblyman Lyon and myself put 
our heads together and determined to see 
if we could not get into our bill the 
Aldermanic change, cumulative voting, and 
a provision for Spring elections. We found 
thata “Republican and Democratic reform or- 
ganization bad drafted a Spring election law 
which was more elaborate than my own, and for 
the purpose of securing more support we 
adopted that asourown. I drewthe section 
providing for cumulative voting in the very 
language in which it passed. Mr. Lyon took 
our combination bill to Albany last Monday. 
Speaker Husted accepted it asa substitute for 
the Daly bill, and it was passed. I don’t think I 
can add anything tothis story to give you an 
idea of what I think of the bill.” 


COULDN'T REVIEW THE CASE. 
Among the passengers who arrived at 
this port on the Great Western Line steamer 
Warwick recently were seven British lads, from 
18 to 15 years of age, whose passage had been 
paid in England and who were on thelr way to 
new homes in the West. The Emigration Com- 


missioners refused to allow the boys to land, on 
the ground that they came under the Pauper 
Immigrant act. The steamer’s peopie got outa 
writ of habeas corpus, in order that the action 
of the Commissioners might be reviewed. In 
the petition it was alleged that the boys had 
been taken care of in a reform and industrial 
school in Bristol, England, whither they bad 
been sent as truants by a local magistrate. Two 
of them were to go to a farmer in Manitoba and 
the rest to homes in Kansas. 

Judge Brown, of the United States District 
Court, held yesterday that there was no pro- 
vision in law for a review of the decision of 
the Commissioners, rE as regards their 
jurisdiction. Therefore he could not review 
the case under a habeas eorpus, and must dis- 
miss the writ. New evidence will be offered to 
the Commissioners, and they will be asked to 
allow thé boys to remain in the country. Judge 
Brown, after making his decision, said privately 
that if there was need he would give $100 
toward forwarding the boys to their new homes. 
Their passage has already been paid.

THE FIRE UNDERWRITERS. 





PREPARING FOR THE TWENTIETH ANNI- 
VERSARY OF THE BOARD. 

For the first time in 20 years the Presi- 
dent of the National Board of Fire Underwriters 
failed to deliver his annual address at the annual 
meeting of the board yesterday at No. 156 Broad- 
way. The fault was not his, however, but was 
due to the Executive Committee. which, on 
April 20, adopted a resolution recommending 
that the board, at its annual meetingin May, 
take necessary measures for an appropriate cele- 
bration of the twentieth anniversary of its or- 


ganization, to be held on July 20, and that the 
President be requested to withhold his annual 
address for that time. ‘ 

President Heald did as requested. His address 
this year will contain an unusual amount of 
interesting and important matter, and will give 
a brief but comprehensive sketch of insurance 
business during the last 20 years, There are 
probably tew insurance men in the country 
more thoroughly equipped for such a task than 
Mr. Heald. The Treasurer's report showed that 
the balance on hand May last year, was 
$2,742 61. The amount received from 25 com- 
panies from an assessment of one-fortieth of 1 
per cent.on their net premium _ receipts was 
$4332 53. The amount received from com- 
panies which are not members of the board 
toward defraying the expenses of the tariff 
department was $498 83; interest on deposits 
amounted to $159 54, and the various amounts 
made a total of $9,733 31. The expenses of the 
board forthe year were: Salaries, $4,860; rent, 
$1,500; printing and stationery. $247 44; com- 
mission compact expenses, $285 43; traveling 
expenses, &c., $294 44, a total of $7,187 81, leav- 
inga balance on hand of $2,546. Last year re- 
wards amounting to $2,952 03 were paid out of 
the incendiarism and arson fund, and a balance 
remains in the fund of $1,598 50. The board 
resolved that no reward offere: after yesterday 
should be paid to any officer or to any salaried 
employe of an insurance company. 

The following officers were re-elected: Presi- 
dent—E. A. Heald, Home Insurance Company; 
Vice-President—E. ‘N. C. Skilton, of Hartford;

TO ENFORCE THE DECREES. 


There was a meeting of the Catholic 
Bishops of the Province of New-York yesterday 
at Archbishop Corrigan’s residence, to take 
counsel regarding the enforcement of the de- 
crees and enactments of the Third Plenary Coun- 
cil of Baltimore. It was the first meeting of a 
series which will be held at intervals during the 
Summer months. The special object of the 
meetings is to consider the best means of apply- 
ing the decrees in individual dioceses, where like 
conditions do not always exist. The enactments 
which are likely to cause the most friction are 
those relating to the raising of church money 
by improper means, the course of instruction in 
theological seminaries, and the wholesale beg- 
ging of members of some religious orders. 





PATROL WAGON FOR THE POLICE. 

The new police patrol wagon was com- 
pleted yesterday and taken to Police Head- 
quarters for inspection. The wagon isa very 
substantial vehicle. It is the same shape asa 
fire patrol wagon, butis not quite aslarge. It 
will accommodate, if necessary, 22 persons. 
Seats run along the sides. The wagon is open, 
but will carry a cover, which can be put upina 
moment, and which is intended as a shield 
against bad weather and possible missiles as 
well. Superintendent Murray sent the wagon 
up to the King’s Bridge precinct, where it will be 
stationed. It cost $500. Three others like it 
have been ordered by the department.
